THE  PREFACE 


There  is  a  duty  one  generation  owes  to  another  much  like 
that  a  mother  owes  to  her  children.  The  mother  is  naturally  in¬ 
terested  in  her  offspring  and  deeply  concerned  about  their  future 
well-being. 

We  not  only  try  to  live  righteously,  but  remembering  the 
helpful  instruction  given  us  from  our  forbears  and  parents,  rea¬ 
sonably  and  intuitively  look  tar  ahead  of  us  into  the  future  to 
guard,  assist  and  favor  the  well-being  of  those  who  are  to  come 
after  us. 

This  is  a  magnificent  and  important  age  in  which  we  are  living, 
but  one  still  more  so  lies  ahead  of  us.  "File  past  is  the  father  and 
schoolmaster  to  the  present  and  the  present  must  and  will  be  the 
mother  to  the  future  age. 

These  things  being  true,  a  real  knowledge  of  our  ancestors, 
and  a  correct  historv  of  our  family  lineage  are  of  vital  importance 
to  us,  our  children  and  the  coming  generations  of  mankind.  We 
needs  must  know  ourselves,  the  stock  from  which  we  came,  the 
real  facts  of  our  individual  and  family  surroundings  and  the 
advantages  and  opportunities  which  are  now  ours,  in  order  that 
we  go  forth  wisely  and  intelligently,  not  blindly,  and  keep  step 
with  the  progressive  ideals  of  refined  and  dignified  family  life. 
And  should  the  facts  of  our  family  history  show  that  we  have  had 
a  noble  and  upright  ancestry  back  of  11s,  it  becomes,  at  once,  a 
mighty  inspiration  to  us  to  live  well  and  act  nobly. 

Preliminary  to  this  work,  permit  us  to  say,  the  family  of 
Arnold  had  its  origin  among  the  ancient  Princes  of  Wales  and  its 
very  antique  lineage  has  been  carefully  and  correctly  traced  herein 
from  Alfred,  the  Great,  King  of  England,  born  849,  down  through 
the  famous  damage  line  to  Roger  Arnold  of  Llanthony,  whose 
great-grandson,  Thomas  Arnold  of  Cheselbourne,  England,  was 
the  father  of  William  and  Thomas  Arnold,  who  came  to  America 
in  the  year  1635,  settled  first  in  Massachusetts,  then  in  Rhode 
Island,  and  associated  themselves  with  Roger  Williams  and  were 
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the  progenitors  of  most  all  the  numerous  Arnolds  of  America. 

Having  in  1923  published  the  beautiful  “Morning  Dawn”  of 
the  LaFayette  (Acadia)  National  Park  of  Maine,  we  were 
privileged  to  reside  for  a  while  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  it  was 
there  that  we  first  became  interested  in  looking  up  the  history  and 
genealogy  of  the  Arnolds.  We  consulted  daily  many  of  the 
genealogical  works  with  which  that  noted  Boston  Library  abounds. 
And  after  having  made  personal  research  at  home  and  abroad,  we 
gathered  together  first-hand  and  compiled  much  important  data 
and  very  many  things  of  unusual  and  international  interest  to  the 
members  of  the  Arnold  family. 

It  has  also  been  our  privilege,  during  the  last  few  years,  to 
meet  with  many  branches  of  the  Arnolds  and  address  them  at  their 
annual  family  reunions;  and  during  one  of  these  meetings  at  Berne, 
Inti.,  we  were  earnestly  petitioned  and  requested  to  prepare  the 
Arnold  Family  History,  suitable  for  all  and  especially  fitted  for 
the  Drusilla  Arnold  Branch. 

It  was  with  this  idea  in  view  that  we  undertook  this  work,  and 
we  have  herein  given  a  brief  biography  of  some  of  the  more  noted 
members  of  the  Arnolds,  both  in  America  and  the  Old  world; 
an  illustrated  view  of  Abergavenny  Castle;  the  family  Coat  of 
Arms;  the  military  record  of  Gen.  Benedict  Arnold,  together  with 
an  exact  picture  of  the  loving  memorial  set  up  by  General  J.  Watts 
DePeyster  on  the  spot  where  Gen.  Arnold  fell  severely  wounded; 
the  early  courtships  and  marriages  of  the  Samuel  Arnolds,  and  a 
true  and  complete  record  and  family  history  of  the  Drusilla  Arnold 
descendants  to  the  present  date. 

May  this  work  prove  interesting,  a  help  and  blessing  to  the 
Arnolds  of  today,  and  to  those  who  shall  come  after  them.

THE  FAMILY  OF  ARNOLD 

The  name  Arnold  is  of  very  ancient  origin.  It  was  employed 
by  the  Teutonic  Tribes  to  mean  ‘‘Eagle  Power” — a  people  who 
can  soar  and  search — and  this  the  Arnolds  have  done. 

From  time  immemorial  the  pages  of  history  have  been  replete 
with  the  brilliant  achievements  of  this  family.  They  have  dis¬ 
tinguished  themselves  in  various  fields:  as  leaders  of  men  in 
literature,  education,  politics,  science,  theology  and  philosophy. 

The  Arnold  line  is  of  great  antiquity.  Historical  records  and 
data  in  the  College  of  Arms  establish  the  origin  of  the  family 
among  the.  early  Princes  of  Wales  and  reveal  that  Ynir,  King  of 
Gwentland,  who  reigned  about  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  Century, 
was  a  remote  ancestor.  This  Ynir  was  paternally  descended  from 
Ynir,  son  of  Cadwaladr,  King  of  the  Britons,  who  built  the  town 
and  castle  of  Abergavenny  in  the  county  of  Monmouthshire.  At 
a  later  date  the  castle  was  rebuilt  by  Hamlet  ap  Hamlet,  ap  Sir 
Druce  of  Balladon,  in  France. 

The  town  of  Abergavenny  is  in  a  beautiful  and  highly  pic¬ 
turesque  country,  and  is  of  interest  because  of  its  historical  associa¬ 
tions.  It  is  a  favorite  summer  resort  and  is  frequented  by  many 
visitors  each  year.  The  castle  (qv  page  19),  used  but  little  as  a 
gentleman’s  residence,  was  long  an  important  iortress,  conferring 
a  barony  on  its  possessor  by  feudal  tenure. 

Enchanting!  v  situated  in  Tlanlihangcl  Crucorney,  Aber¬ 
gavenny,  is  Elanlihangel  Court  (qv  page  22),  the  ancient  seat  of 
the  Arnolds,  and  the  home  of  descendants  of  Roger  Arnold  of 
Flanthony.  The  Court  was  sold  to  Edward,  Earl  of  Worcester, 
in  1608.  Subsequently,  it  was  purchased  by  Nicholas  Arnold,  son 
of  |ohn  Arnold  ol  Flanthony,  member  of  Parliament  for  Mon¬ 
mouthshire  in  1626.  His  son,  John  Arnold,  member  of  Parliament 
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horn  1681  to  1698,  was  author  ol  the  bill  in  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons  which  put  in  force  the  penal  laws  against  the  Papists. 

At  the  dissolution  of  the  monasteries,  the  manors  belonging 
to  the  priory,  together  with  the  site  of  the  monastery,  were  con¬ 
ferred  by  Henry  VIII  in  1626  on  Sir  Nicholas  Arnold,  Lord  Chief 
Justice  of  Ireland. 

Nicholas  Arnold,  dying  without  issue,  his  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
Langely  and  Mrs.  Dutton  Colt,  became  his  heirs.  The  son  of 
Mrs.  Colt  succeeded  to  the  baronetcy,  and  was  ancestor  of  the 
present  Rev.  Sir  Edward  Dutton  Colt. 

In  the  parish  of  Llanfihangel  Crucorncy  are  rich  memories 
and  traditions  almost  sacred  to  the  family  ol  Arnold.  No  less  a 
personage  than  his  Majesty,  King  James  I.,  paid  a  visit  to  Llan¬ 
fihangel  and  was  entertained  by  Nicholas  Arnold.  A  silver  chalice 
was  presented  in  1674  to  the  then  established  Llanfihangel 
Crucorncy  church  by  John  Arnold.  It  bears  his  arms:  gules,  a 
chevron  ermine  between  three  pheons  or  for  Arnold,  and  the 
inscription, 

16  St.  Michalis  Crucorncy  74 
Ex  Dono  Johani  Arnold. 


On  the  maternal  side,  tracing  from  Alfred  the  Great,  King 
of  the  Britons,  born  849,  forward  through  the  Gamage  Line  to 
Joan  Gamage,  we  have  the  following  order: 

I.  Alfred  the  Great,  King  of  England,  was  father  of 
Edward,  mentioned  below. 

II.  Edward,  the  Elder,  King  of  England,  by  his  second  wife 
had  Edgiva. 

III.  Edgiva  married  (1st)  Charles  111.,  King  of  France. 

IV.  Louis  IV.,  son  ol  Edgiva  and  Charles  111.,  was  King  of 
France. 


V.  Charles,  their  son,  was  Duke  ol  Lorraine. 

VI.  Wigerius,  son  of  Charles,  was  Duke  of  Lorraine. 

VIE  Baldrick  Teutonicus,  son  ol  Wigerius,  married  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Richard,  Earl  of  Chase,  Justiciary  ol  England,  and  died 
1090. 

VIII.  Nicholas  De  Baschaville  De  Chase,  Lord  of  Castle 
Martel,  in  Germany,  had  a  son  William. 

IX.  William  De  Martel  was  Earl  ol  Guarena,  or  Warren,  in 
Normandy. 
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X.  William,  Earl  of  Warren,  was  a  companion  of  William 
the  Conqueror.  lie  was  the  First  Earl  of  Surrey. 

XL  William  tie  Warren,  2nd  Earl  of  Surrey,  married  Isabel, 
daughter  of  1 1  ugh  the  Great,  son  of  Henry  L,  King  of  France. 

XII.  Eady  Gundreda  De  Warren  married  Roger  de  Bello- 
mont  de  Newburgh,  2nd  Earl  of  Warwick. 

XIII.  Wr  aide  ran,  4th  Earl  of  Warwick,  married  (2nd)  Alice, 
daughter  of  John  de  Harcourt  and  widow  of  John  de  Limesi. 

XIV.  Lady  Alice  de  Newburgh,  married  William  the  6th, 
Baron  de  Manduit  and  4th  Baron  de  Ilanslape,  Eleritable  Cham¬ 
berlain  of  the  Exchequer. 

XV.  Lady  Isabel  de  Manduit  married  William  the  5th, 
Baron  de  Beauchamp,  of  Elmley  Castle. 

XVI.  William  the  6th,  Baron  of  Beauchamp,  died  in  1298. 
He  married  Lady  Maud,  daughter  of  John  Fitz  John,  Chief  Justice 
of  Ireland  and  of  his  wife,  who  was  Lady  Isabel  Bigod. 

XVII.  Lady  Sarah  de  Beauchamp  married  Richard  the  6th, 
Baron  of  Talbot. 

XVIII.  Lady  William  Talbot  married  Sir  Payne  de  Tuber- 

ville. 

XIX.  Sarah  de  Tuberville  married  William  de  Gamage. 

XX.  Gilbert  de  Gamage  married  Lettice,  daughter  of  Sir 
William  Seymour. 

XXL  Sir  William  Gamage  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Rodburg. 

XXII.  Sir  Thomas  Gamage  married  Matilda,  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Dennis. 

XXIIL  Joan  Gamage,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Gamage, 
Knight,  Lord  of  Coytey,  married  Roger  Arnold  of  Llanthony, 
whose  great-grandson,  Thomas  Arnold  of  Cheselbourne,  was  the 
father  of  Thomas  Arnold,  Junior,  and  William,  his  brother,  who 
first  came  to  America  in  1635. 

On  the  paternal  side,  tracing  from  Ynir,  King  of  Gwentland, 
on  to  Roger  Arnold  of  Llanthony,  we  have  this  line  and  order,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  historical  records  of  Somerby:

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Gladice,  daughter  of  Rhys  Goch  ap  Maenerch,  Lord  of  Ystradyw, 
in  Brecknockshire,  by  whom  he  had  a  son, 

Garador  ap  Ynir  Vidian,  Lord  of  Gwent,  whose  wife  was 
Nesta,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Rydereck  le  Gros,  Knight,  by  whom 
he  had  a  son, 

Dyfnwall  ap  Garador,  Lord  of  Gwent,  who  married  Joyes, 
daughter  of  Hamlet  ap  Sir  Druce,  Duke  of  Balladon  in  France. 
Thei  r  son  Systyl  ap  Dyfnwall ,  Lord  of  Upper  Gwent,  married 
Annest,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Peter  Russell,  Knight,  Lord  of 
Kentchurch  in  the  county  of  Hereford,  and  by  her  he  had  a  son, 

Arthur  ap  Syssylth,  whose  wife  was  Jane,  daughter  of  Lein 
ap  Moreidhec  Warwyn,  Lord  of  Cantrsblyn.  Their  son, 

Meiric  ap  Arthur,  married  Annest,  daughter  of  Cradock  ap 
Einon  ap  Golhroyn,  by  whom  he  had  a  son, 

Cwillim  ap  Meiric,  Esquire,  who  married  Jane,  daughter  and 
co-heir  of  Ivor  ap  Syssylth,  Lord  of  Lyhs  Taly-bont,  and  had  a  son, 

Arnholt  ap  Gwillim,  of  Meiric,  Esquire,  who  by  his  wife 
Janet,  daughter  of  Philip  Fleming,  Esquire,  was  father  of  a  son, 

Arnholt  ap  Arnholt,  Vychan,  Esquire,  whose  wife  was  Sybil, 
daughter  of  Madoc  ap  Einon  ap  Thomas,  by  whom  he  had  a  son, 

Roger  Arnold  of  Llanthony,  in  Monmouthshire,  the  first  of 
the  family  who  adopted  a  surname.  He  married  Joan  Gamage, 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Gamage,  Knight,  and  their  son  Thomas 
Arnold,  succeeded  to  Llanthony  and  other  estates  in  Monmouth¬ 
shire.  By  his  wife  Agnes,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Warnestead, 
Knight,  he  had  issue  two  sons:  1— John  Arnold,  who  in  1541  had 
granted  to  him  the  livery  and  manor  of  Higham  and  Over,  in  the 
parish  of  Churcham  and  county  of  Gloucester,  died  September  15, 
1545,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Churcham  with  brassplate 
and  family  Coat  of  Arms. 

2— Richard  Arnold.  Th  is  Richard  Arnold,  second  son  of 
Thomas  Arnold  of  Llanthony,  removed  into  Somersetshire  and  re¬ 
sided  in  the  parish  of  Street.  1  le  married  Emmote,  daughter  and 
lieir  of  Pearce  Young,  ol  Dameron,  Wiltshire. 

Richard  Arnold,  Eldest  son  and  heir  of  Richard  Arnold  of 
Somersetshire,  went  into  Dorsetshire,  and  became  seated  at  Bagbere 
in  the  parish  of  Middleton,  otherwise  Milton  Abbas.  lie  was  the 
Lord  of  the  Manor  at  Bagbere,  and  possessed  estates  in  Alton 
Pancras,  Buckland  Newton,  Cheselbournc,  Melcombc  Horsey,  and 
other  places  in  that  county,  and  made  his  last  Will  and  Testament, 
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May  15,  1593;  being  twice  married,  had  by  bis  first  wife,  besides, 
a  daughter,  Repentance,  four  sons: 

1 —  Richard 

2 —  Thomas 

3 —  Robert 

4 —  John 

Thomas  Arnold,  the  second  son  of  Richard  Arnold  of  Bag- 
bere,  lived  lor  some  time  at  Melcombe  llorsey,  and  was  later  a 
citizen  of  Cheselbourne.  By  his  first  wife  Alice,  daughter  of  John 
Gulley,  of  North  Over,  in  the  parish  of  Tolpuddle,  he  had: 

1  —  riiomazine. 

2 —  Joanna,  baptized  November  30,  15  77. 

3 —  Margery,  baptized  August  30,  1581. 

4 —  Robert,  baptized  15  83.

Thomas  Arnold,  by  his  second  wife,  had:

The  two  brothers  Thomas  and  William,  who  emigrated  to 
America  and  settled  in  New  England,  were  the  progenitors  of  the 
numerous  and  noted  Arnolds  of  Rhode  Island. 

William  Arnold  came  with  his  family  to  Hingham,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  and  alter  residing  there  a  short  time,  joined  Roger  Williams 
and  others  in  the  purchase  from  the  Indians  of  lands  at  Mooslniu- 
sick,  afterwards  called  Providence.  1  Ie  was  a  man  of  large  affairs, 
admired  and  respected  in  the  community  and  held  various  important 
offices  of  public  trust.  His  wife  was  Christian,  whose  surname  has 
not  been  preserved.  Their  children  were: 

1 —  Elizabeth,  born  November  23,  1611. 

2 —  Benedict,  born  December  3,  1615. 

3 —  Joanna. 

4 —  Stephen,  born  December  22,  1622. 

Benedict,  the  elder  son  of  William  Arnold,  removed  to  New¬ 
port  in  1653,  and  in  1657  was  the  successor  of  Roger  Williams  as 
Governor,  holding  that  ollice  lor  several  terms.  1 1  is  wife  was 
Damaris,  daughter  of  Stukely  Westcott  of  Providence,  by  whom 
he  had :

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3 —  Benedict,  born  1641,  was  the  Representative  of  Newport 
to  the  General  Court  in  1699.

The  immigrant,  Thomas  Arnold,  settled  in  Watertown, 
Massachusetts,  about  the  year  1640.  The  name  of  his  first  wife  is 
not  given  but  he  married  for  bis  second  wife  Phoebe,  daughter  of 
George  Parkhurst  of  Watertown,  Massachusetts,  and  later  moved 
to  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  where  he  was  admitted  a  freeman  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Colony,  May  18,  1  65  8,  and  was  made  deputy  in 
1670.

Richard,  the  eldest  surviving  son,  who  was  born  at  Watertown, 
M  assachusetts,  March  22,  1642,  was  the  father  of  Thomas  Arnold 
and  he,  Thomas,  had  a  son  Jonathan,  born  November  18,  1708, 
who  in  turn  had  Samuel,  born  in  1738,  and  was  the  father  of  Wel¬ 
come,  born  March  25,  1745. 

You  will  note  that  in  this  paper  I  have  followed  the  paternal 
and  the  maternal  lines  of  the  family  giving  the  exact  lineal  descent 
from  King  Alfred  to  Samuel  Arnold,  the  great-grandfather  of  Dru- 
silla  Arnold.  I  hope  that  in  a  subsequent  paper  I  may  give  you  the 
history  of  the  Samuels  in  their  early  pioneer  homes  in  Maryland, 
and  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  in  Wayne  and  Medina 
counties,  Ohio,  and  even  make  complete  mention  of  all  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  Drusilla  Arnold  in  Adams  County,  Indiana,  that  your  joy 
may  be  lull.

The  above  picture  is  a  good  reproduction  of  the  castle  of  Aber¬ 
gavenny  as  it  now  is  in  its  ruined  condition.  Very  few  of  the  many 
noteworthy  features  of  its  former  magnificence  are  to  be  seen.  The 
architecture  is  purely  Gothic  and  shows  conclusively  that  its  antiquity 
is  coetaneous  with  the  first  settlements  of  the  Normans  of  Gwent. 

The  castle  is  most  remarkable  for  the  delightful  view,  w  hich  its  ele¬ 
vated  terrace  affords  the  beholder,  of  the  beautiful  and  superb  valley 
of  the  i 1  sk .

It  can  be  justly  worn  by  her 
children  and  the  worthy  and  deserving;  embroidered  upon  garments, 
painted  or  enameled  on  personal  effects  and  ornaments  and  engraven 
upon  seals.

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ANCIENT  SEAT  OF  TEIE  ARNOLDS 


Llanfihangel  Court  in  Crucorney,  Abergavenny,  is  an  immense 
structure  with  beautiful  parks  and  gardens.  The  home  fronts 
to  the  North  and  from  it  goes  an  avenue  of  large  Scotch  fir-trees 
leading  out  to  the  street. 

On  the  South  of  the  building  is  an  avenue  of  Spanish  chestnuts 
of  immense  size,  some  of  them  being  more  than  thirty  feet  in  cir¬ 
cumference,  hardy  and  exuberant  in  growth. 

It  will  he  of  interest  to  us  to  know  that  these  avenues  were  laid 
and  the  trees  all  planted  under  the  direction  or  by  the  hand  of  John 
Arnold. 

The  architecture  of  the  home  is  Elizabethan.  The  present 
building  was  constructed  by  Rhys  Morgan  in  1599  on  the  same  site 
as  the  former  one.  A  number  of  the  rooms  are  in  paneled  oak. 
The  balusters  and  stairs  are  exquisitely  carved  by  hand,  and  some 
pleasing  alterations  made  by  John  Arnold  in  1690. 

On  the  wall  in  the  hall,  which  is  indeed  a  very  large  room,  hangs 
a  massive  old  painting  giving  a  bird’s-eye  view  of  the  entire  demesne. 
There  is  a  carriage  road  seen  along  the  Scotch-firs  with  a  gate  at 
the  end  of  the  outer  garden  wall. 

On  the  hack  of  the  building  is  a  big  sundial  with  the  let¬ 
ters  “N.  A.”  for  Nicholas  Arnold,  and  on  the  remains  of  a  lead  cis¬ 
tern  are  preserved  the  letters  “I.  A.  M.”  for  John  and  Margaret 
Arnold.  There  is  also  engraven  thereon  the  I  ami  1  v  Coat  of  Arms 
and  the  date  1  673. 

The  delightful  pleasure  gardens  are  on  the  East,  while  the 
serviceable  and  helpful  kitchen  gardens  are  on  the  South-east. 

The  several  stables  on  the  grounds  are  large  and  roomy.  They 
were  built  bv  the  purchaser  ol  the  home,  Nicholas  Arnold,  who  was 
a  real  lover  and  true  breeder  ol  line  horses. 

It  might  he  well  lor  us  to  state  that  in  Welsh  the  name  Elan- 
lihangel  means  St.  Michael  and  that  Crucorney  is  called  “Crug 
Corner’ — Crug  signifying  Rock  or  hill  and  Cornel  signifying  Corner 
— the  whole  being  “St.  Michael  on  Rock  Corner.”  On  the  older 
maps  you  will  note  it  in  the  English  guise  as  “Michaelston.” 
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SOME  NOTED  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
ARNOLD  FAMILY 


I.  ARNOLD,  of  Brescia  (  1098-1155),  born  in  Brescia,  Italy, 
and  died  in  Rome.  Studied  in  Paris  under  Abelard;  attracted  at¬ 
tention  by  his  purity  of  life,  fiery  eloquence  and  practical  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  reforms.  The  church  had  degenerated  and  the  corruption 
struck  him  to  the  heart  and  made  him  set  himself  against  the  evils 
which  he  averred  could  be  corrected  by  the  Bible  itself.  The  root 
of  the  worldliness  which  had  crept  into  the  church  was  attributed 
to  its  wealth  and  he  advised  and  insisted  that  the  priests  should  hold 
no  property  but  be  content  on  the  offerings  of  the  faithful,  as  the 
apostles  of  old  were,  and  the  pope  should  not  assume  the  temporal 
powers. 

He  was  conscientious,  upright  and  gifted,  but  was  hanged  by 
order  of  the  pope  of  Rome  in  1155,  his  body  burned,  and  the 
ashes  thrown  into  the  Tiber.  He  ranks  in  history  with  Rienzi  and 
Savonarola. 

II.  ARNOLD,  Nicolaus  (1618-1680),  born  in  Lissa  (Lesna), 
Poland,  died  at  Kranecker,  Holland,  October  15,  1680;  studied 
philosophy  and  rhetoric  at  Dantzic,  1635-1640;  and  at  Franccker 
in  1641  he  studied  theology  under  Maccovius  (Maccovsky)  and 
the  famous  Coccejus;  was  appointed  minister  at  Beetgum  in  1645 
and  professor  of  theology  at  Franccker  1651;  edited  the  works  of 
Maccovius  and  many  polemic  works  of  his  own  which  were  mostly 
against  Socinianism. 

III.  ARNOLD,  Gottfried  ( 1666-1714)  *  born  at  Annaberg, 
Saxony,  Sept.  5,  1666,  and  died  at  Perlcberg,  Prussia,  May,  1714. 
Lie  was  an  able  Lutheran  minister  who  studied  theology  at  Witten¬ 
berg  and  was  appointed  professor  of  history  in  Giessen,  1697;  was 
made  minister  and  ecclesiastical  inspector  at  Werben,  1704,  and 
was  the  author  ol  many  notable  works,  the  one  edited  by  Lammert 
Stuttgart,  entitled,  “DIE  ERSTE  LIEBE,  XU  CHRISTO,”  be¬ 
ing  still  in  use  among  the  German  Pietists. 

IV.  ARNOLD,  Samuel  (1740-1802),  born  in  London  1740 
and  died  in  1802.  He  received  a  thorough  musical  education  at 
the  Chapel  Royal  under  the  noted  Dr.  Nares,  and  at  the  age  ol 
twenty  was  appointed  composer  at  Covent  Garden  Theatre.  It 
was  here  that  he  composed  and  produced  many  operas,  among  them 
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the  MAID  OF'  THE  MILL,  1775.  Lie  was  made  composer  to 
George  III  in  1783  and  in  1793  was  the  organist  in  Westminster 
Abbey,  where,  on  his  death  in  1802,  his  body  was  interred.  His 
operas  were  not  only  numerous  but  popular,  and  his  oratorios,  such 
as  “THE  CURE  OF  SAUI  V’  were  very  successful.  It  was  in 
1786  that  he  began  his  extensive  edition  of  Handel  which  ran  into 
forty  or  more  volumes  but  was  never  fully  completed. 

V.  ARNOLD,  General  Benedict  (1741-1801)  (qv  pages 
25-35). 

VI.  ARNOLD,  Thomas,  English  Historian  and  Teacher 
(1795-1842),  born  at  West  Cowes,  June  13,  1795,  in  the  Isle  of 
Wight,  died  Sunday,  June  12,  1842,  at  Rugby;  fellow  of  Oriel  Col¬ 
lege  at  Oxford,  1815  ;  established  a  preparatory  school  at  Laleham, 
1819,  for  young  men  who  wished  to  enter  universities;  was  appoint¬ 
ed  head  master  of  the  school  at  Rugby,  1828,  made  regius-professor 
of  modern  history  at  Oxford,  1841 ;  was  a  strong  adversary  of  the 
Oxford  Tractarian  movement;  founder  of  the  Broad-Church  party 
which  comprised  some  of  the  ablest  and  greatest  English  preachers, 
writers  and  teachers  known;  published  many  notable  works,  among 
them  the  History  of  Thucydides  and  three  volumes  of  Rome. 

VII.  ARNOLD,  Isaac  Newton  (1815-1884),  American 
Statesman  and  author,  born  at  Hartwick,  Otsego  County,  New 
York,  November  30,  1815,  and  died  in  Chicago,  April  24,  1884; 
was  present  when  Chicago  was  first  organized  into  a  city  and  was 
appointed  city  Clerk  1837;  was  a  member  of  the  Illinois  legislature 
in  1842-1843;  a  presidential  elector  in  1844;  re-elected  to  the  legis¬ 
lature  in  1856;  elected  to  Congress  in  1860;  introduced  in  Congress 
the  bill  prohibiting  slavery  in  the  Territories  and,  on  February  15, 
1864,  offered  the  first  resolution  ever  adopted  in  Congress  for  the 
amendment  of  the  United  States  Constitution  so  as  entirely  to 
abolish  slavery;  was  appointed  an  Auditor  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury  in 
1865;  published  the  “File  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  the  Overthrow 
ol  Slavery”  in  1867  and  a  life  history  of  Benedict  Arnold  in  1  880. 

VIII.  ARNOLD,  Matthew  (1822-1888),  the  eldest  son  of 
Dr.  Thomas  Arnold,  head  master  at  Rugby,  was  an  eminent  critic, 
essayist  and  poet;  born  at  Laleham,  near  Staines,  December  24, 
1822;  educated  at  Balliol  College,  Ox  lord,  ol  which  he  was  elected 
a  scholar  1840;  won  the  Newdegate  prize  for  his  poem,  Oliver 
Cromwell,  in  1843;  graduated  in  1844  and  became  fellow  ol  Oriel 
College  in  1845;  was  elected  prolessor  ol  poetry  at  Oxlord  in 
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1857,  and  held  the  position  for  ten  full  years  as  lecturer  from  the 
chair. 

His  writings  and  publications  of  prose  and  verse  are  so 
numerous  and  voluminous  that  we  can  not  even  make  mention  of 
them  in  this  brief  and  must  content  ourselves  in  saying  that  his 
essays  were  the  first  in  the  English  language  to  introduce  the  inti¬ 
mate  personal  style,  and  his  narrative  poems  stand  alone,  unequaled 
as  yet  by  any,  while  his  short  and  elegiac  lyrics  are  exceptional 
works  of  art  and  thought  which  How  with  such  rare  ease  and  grace 
as  to  make  them  live  and  never  die. 

lie  has  been  recognized  as  “ The  Poet  of  Universities”  because 
of  his  reflective  scholarly  thoughts  which  seem  to  live,  move  and 
have  their  being  in  the  atmosphere  of  books  and  study,  and  are  for 
the  thinker  rather  than  the  masses.  1 1  is  elegiac  lyrics  and  narra¬ 
tive  poems,  like  “Grande  Chartreuse”  and  “Dover  Beach”  from 
which  we  quote  a  stanza,  show  his  wonderful  poetic  genius. 

‘‘Listen!  you  hear  the  grating  roar 
Of  pebbles  which  the  waves  draw  back,  and  fling 
■  At  their  return,  up  the  high  strand, 

Begin,  and  cease,  and  then  again  begin, 

With  tremulous  cadence  slow,  and  bring 
Th  e  eternal  note  of  sadness  in.” 

IX.  ARNOLD,  William  Delafleld  (1828-1859),  son  of  Dr. 
Thomas  Arnold  of  Rugby,  born  April  7,  1828,  and  educated  at 
Rugby;  entered  Christ  Church  at  Oxford  in  1846;  joined  the  Indian 
army  in  1848,  but  quit  soon  because  of  ill-health;  became  director 
of  public  education  in  the  Punjab  in  1856;  published  many  volumes 
and  lectures  on  English  history  and  died  at  Gibraltar  while  on  his 
way  home  in  April,  1859. 

X.  ARNOLD,  Sir  Edwin  (1832-1904)  English  poet,  son  of 
a  Sussex  magistrate,  born  June  10,  1832;  trained  in  the  King’s 
school  at  Rochester  and  made  his  studies  at  King’s  College,  London, 
obtaining  a  scholarship  went  to  Oxford,  was  awarded  the  Newde- 
gate  prize  in  1  852  for  English  verse  and  on  his  poem,  “The  Feast 
of  Belshazzar” ;  graduated  in  1854  and  was  made  second  master 
in  King  Edward  Vi’s  College  at  Birmingham;  served  as  principal 
of  the  Sanskrit  College  at  Poonah,  India,  1857-1861. 

It  was  through  the  advice  of  Sir  Edwin  that  the  Daily  Telegraph 
co-operated  with  the  New  York  Herald  in  equipping  Stanley  for 
his  work  of  exploration  in  Africa.  It  was  in  1878  that  he  published 
his  “The  Fight  of  Asia”  which  was  declared  by  the  King  of  Siam 
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to  be  the  most  worthy  of  any  known  work.  He  received  honors,  not 
alone  from  the  King  of  Siam,  but  from  the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  and 
was  appointed  by  Queen  Victoria  in  1877  a  companion  of  the  Star 
of  India.  His  wife,  a  very  sweet  and  adorable  lady,  is  the  grand¬ 
niece  of  the  well  known  and  illustrious  theologian  Dr.  William  E. 
Charming. 

XI.  ARNOLD,  Sir  Arthur  (1833-1902),  born  in  Sussex, 
England,  May  28,  1833,  was  the  son  of  Robert  Coles  Arnold  of 
Wharton,  Franklield,  Sussex,  England.  He  was  a  Liberal  member 
of  Parliament,  1880-1885;  spent  some  years  in  travel  in  south¬ 
eastern  Europe  and  Africa  and  then  wrote  and  published  several 
volumes  describing  it,  entitled,  “FROM  Tl  IE  LEVANT,”  for 
which  he  received  from  the  King  of  Greece  the  golden  cross  of  the 
order  of  the  Redeemer  in  1873.  Lie  became  the  editor  of  “THE 
ECHO,”  a  Liberal  paper  which  attained  much  success;  published 
his  “Social  Politics”  in  1878,  “Free  Land”  in  1880  and  was 
knighted  in  June,  1895. 

XII.  ARNOLD,  Bion  Joseph,  born  1861,  near  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan,  is  a  very  learned  and  exceptionally  active  electrical  engi¬ 
neer.  Lie  was  a  student  in  the  University  of  Nebraska  in  1879- 
1880;  a  graduate  of  Hillsdale  College,  Michigan,  in  1884;  did  ex¬ 
cellent  graduate  work  at  Cornell  College,  New  York,  in  1  888-1889; 
became  president  of  the  Arnold  Engineering  Company  of  Chicago; 
expert  on  electric  tractions;  chief  engineer  and  adviser  in  the  elec¬ 
trification  of  the  New  York  Central  railway  terminals,  N.  Y.,  and 
the  construction  of  the  New  York  subways  and  the  subways  of  Chi¬ 
cago;  was  advisory  engineer  of  traction  problems  in  Pittsburgh, 
San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Cincinnati  and  Toronto,  Canada.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  late  war  he  was  a  member  of  the  Army  and  Navy  consulting 
Boards,  1917-1919.  He  gained  his  lirst  great  recognition  in  en¬ 
gineering  circles  by  constructing  the  intramural  railroad  at  the 
WOrld’s  Fair  in  Chicago  in  1893  and  is  still  active  at  seventy.  We 
have  just  now  received  word  from  the  hospital  at  Bel  vide  re,  Illi¬ 
nois,  of  his  wonderful  leap  from  a  gasoline  railroad  speeder,  Fri¬ 
day,  July  24,  1931,  in  time  to  save  his  life  from  being  destroyed  by 
a  locomotive  on  his  own  Electric  Railroad  between  Marengo  and 
Belvidere.  As  it  is,  he  is  suffering  from  bruises  and  a  fracture  of 
the  atlas  at  the  juncture  of  the  spine  and  skull. 

Many  are  the  men  and  women  o!  the  past  who  have  added 
strength  ami  dignity  to  the  Arnold  name.  Many  are  they  of  the 
present  who  are  the  leading  divines,  teachers,  educational  workers 
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literary  and  business  people  in  both  the  New  and  Old  worlds.  The 
Arnold-Luckey  sons  are  no  exception,  while  the  younger  members 
of  the  family  are  rapidly  climbing  up  to  the  noble  heights  where 
their  ancestors  have  stood,  and  are  giving  us  the  promise  (I  might 
say  assurance)  that  they  will,  in  time,  lift  OUR  FAMILY  TIES 
to  still  greater  heights  of  honor  and  usefulness,  making  them  more 
full  and  complete  here  on  earth  and  the  more  glorious  in  heaven. 


MAJOR  GENERAL  BENEDICT  ARNOLD 

There  are  so  many  noted  members  of  the  Arnold  family,  and 
their  history  is  so  well  and  favorably  known  that  we  need  not  make 
mention  of  them  here;  but  there  are  acknowledged  weaknesses  or 
regrettable  acts  committed  by  some,  which  should  be  well  considered 
and  thoroughly  discussed  by  us  for  our  own  best  good. 

It  seems  that  each  day  must  have  its  night  and  each  human 
life  its  imperfections  and  that  not  every  luminous  body  sets  in  per¬ 
fect  day.  The  most  beautiful  picture  has  its  shades  and  shadows 
and  these  must  be  given  almost  consentaneous  consideration  lest  we 
fail  to  see  them  aright  and  be  benefited  thereby. 

ARNOLD,  Major  General  Benedict  (1741-1801),  was  a  man 
of  undaunted  and  heroic  courage,  with  a  natural  impulse  which 
bordered  on  impetuosity.  He  was  a  descendant  of  the  Honorable 
William  Arnold  of  Cheselbourne,  England,  who  came  to  America 
in  1635,  associated  himself  in  1636  with  Roger  Williams  in  the  first 
settlement  of  Rhode  Island,  and  whose  son  Benedict  succeeded  Rog¬ 
er  Williams  as  president  of  the  colony  and  became  Governor,  serv¬ 
ing  successfully.  The  General  was  the  great-great-grandson  of  the 
Hon.  William,  and  the  great-grandson  of  Governor  Benedict 
Arnold.  He  was  born  at  Norwich,  Connecticut,  January  14,  1741 ; 
received  a  good  academic  education  with  extra  majors  in  mathe¬ 
matics  and  Latin;  married  (1)  Margaret  Mansfield,  February  27, 
1767,  by  whom  he  had  three  sons,  namely,  Benedict,  Richard  and 
Henry. 

At  the  time  of  the  battle  of  Lexington,  April  19,  1775, 
Arnold  was  captain  of  the  guards  to  the  Governor,  and  it  was  at 
this  time  that  he  formed  a  company,  mostly  volunteers,  and  marched 
with  them  to  Boston.  He  proposed  the  expedition  for  the  purpose 
of  capturing  Ticondcroga  and  Crown  Point.  On  his  journey 
through  Massachusetts  he  met  Colonel  Ethan  Allen  with  a  com* 
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pany  of  men  bent  on  the  same  object,  and  joining  with  them,  they 
together  captured  the  Fort  May  10,  1775,  and  four  days  later 
Arnold  and  his  men  captured  St.  Johns. 

On  his  return  to  Cambridge  he  was  dispatched  by  General 
Washington,  on  September  1  1,  1775,  with  1,100  men  through  the 
wilderness  of  Maine  to  capture  Quebec.  After  innumerable  and 
almost  unbelievable  hardships  he  reached  Quebec,  Dec.  13,  and 
joining  his  men  with  those  of  Gen.  Montgomery,  made  a  combined 
attack  in  which  Montgomery  was  killed  and  Arnold’s  leg  was 
broken  by  a  musket-ball  as  he  was  making  one  of  his  desperate 
charges.  For  his  gallantry  and  skill  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  brigadier-general  and  was  highly  commended  by  Washington, 
who  wrote  him  saying:  “It  is  not  within  the  power  of  any  man  to 
command  success.  You  have  done  more — you  have  deserved  it.” 

It  was  on  the  1 1th  of  October,  1776,  that  Arnold,  having  been 
placed  in  command  of  the  fleet  on  Lake  Champlain,  fought  the 
desperate  naval  battle  with  the  greatly  superior  forces  of  the  British 
under  Sir  Guy  Carleton.  The  battle  raged  fiercely  until  the  night 
came  on,  and  then,  by  tact  and  skill,  Arnold  passed  through  the 
British  lines  going  toward  Crown  Point.  In  the  very  early  morn¬ 
ing  Carleton  started  in  pursuit  of  him  and  overtook  him  when  an¬ 
other  fierce  encounter  ensued.  In  this  the  gallant  and  courageous 
Arnold  pressed  the  British  so  desperately  with  his  single  ship 
“Congress”  that  the  other  vessels  escaped  and  then  he  ran  the 
“Congress”  ashore,  set  her  afire  and  burned  her,  and  made  a  brave 
and  wise  retreat  with  his  men  through  the  woods  to  Ticonderoga  to 
the  delight  of  all. 

Let  it  be  noted  right  here,  notwithstanding  his  bravery 
and  skill,  Congress  took  no  note  of  it  and  did  so  far  forget  herself 
as  to  elect,  Feb.  19,  1777,  five  major  generals,  each  one  of  whom 
was  the  junior  of  Arnold  and  one  of  them  was  taken  from  the 
militia,  and  none  of  them  had  seen  real  active  service.  Is  it  to  be 
wondered  at  that  Arnold  was  displeased?  How  could  he  but  be 
angered  and  embittered  by  such  doings?  It  was  at  this  trying  junc¬ 
ture  that  General  Washington  wrote  Arnold,  “begging  him  not  to 
take  any  hasty  steps”  and  assuring  him  that  he  would  personally  en¬ 
deavor  to  “remedy  the  error.” 

It  was  by  permission  that  Arnold  visited  his  home  in  New 
Ilaven  in  April,  1777,  and  on  hearing  of  the  invasion  of  Connecti¬ 
cut  by  Gov.  Tyron,  immediately  called  for  volunteers  and  with  a 
company  of  about  500  men  erected  a  barricade  and  awaited  the 
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approach  of  the  British.  With  this  little  force  Arnold  held  the 
enemy  at  bay.  His  horse  was  pierced  with  nine  bullets  and  fell 
dead  beneath  him.  But  face  to  face  now  with  the  enemy,  he  drew 
his  pistol  from  its  holster  and  killed  the  nearest  British  soldier  who 
was  about  to  run  him  down  with  the  bayonet,  hastily  rushed  into 
the  woods  and  escaped.  He  rallied  his  men  and  followed  them 
toward  their  ships  and  at  Compo  a  second  horse  was  shot  from 
under  him  while  he  himself  escaped  with  a  bullet  having  passed 
through  his  coat  and  slightly  grazing  his  body.  Congress  did  now 
see  fit  to  vote  him  another  horse  but  did  not  and  would  not  give  him 
the  rank  he  claimed  and  which  he  so  well  deserved.  This  embit¬ 
tered  Arnold  the  more  and  he  was  so  much  displeased  that  he  sent 
in  his  resignation  to  Congress.  But,  providentially  it  might  be  said, 
the  same  day  and  by  the  very  same  mail,  there  was  received  by  Con¬ 
gress  a  considerate  letter  from  General  Washington,  stating  that 
Burgoyne  was  advancing  from  Canada  and  asking  that  Arnold  be 
dispatched  to  the  Northern  department.  Then  in  a  second  letter 
Washington  urged  Congress  (July  12,  1777)  to  “Send  Arnold 
without  a  moment’s  loss  of  time.” 


While  Arnold  was  sorely  displeased  with  the  actions  of 
General  Gates  and  the  doings  of  Congress  he  would  not  press  the 
resignation  but  held  it  in  abeyance,  saying,  “I  will  go  forward  and 
do  my  duty  faithfully  in  the  rank  I  now  hold  and  trust  to  the  justice 
of  my  claims  for  future  reparation.” 

He  now  joined  the  Army  under  General  Schuyler  and  vol¬ 
unteered  to  lead  an  expedition  up  the  Mohawk  to  relieve  Fort  Stan- 
wix.  Having  relieved  Stanwix,  he  hastened  back  to  the  main  army 
and  in  the  first  battle  of  Bemis  Heights  commanded  the  left  wing 
and  fought  with  his  usual  ferocity  and  gallantry. 

In  the  mean  time  the  selfishness  and  jealousy  of  Gen.  Gates 
became  so  very  apparent  that  Arnold  asked  permission  from  him 
to  join  General  Washington.  This  caused  great  excitement  among 
the  officers,  the  colonels,  and  the  soldiers  of  his  division.  They  ex¬ 
pressed  themselves  in  kindly  words  and  notes  of  commendation  for 
his  conduct  and  services,  but  begged  him  to  remain  with  them.  He 
reluctantly  consented  and  remained  faithful  to  the  cause,  but  was 
not  restored  to  the  command  as  he  should  have  been.  These  things 
must  and  do  speak  volumes  to  an  unbiased  mind. 

His  next  great  act  of  heroism,  and  a  greater  was  never  shown 
by  mortal  man,  is  that,  when  in  the  very  midst  of  the  great  and 
decisive  battle  of  Saratoga  on  October  7,  1777,  he  voluntarily  put 
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himself  at  the  head  of  the  troops  he  had  so  lately  commanded  and 
led  one  of  the  fiercest  attacks  known  in  Colonial  history.  With  the 
ferociousness  of  a  tiger  he  sprang  upon  his  horse  and  led  the  assault 
against  the  entrenchments  held  by  Lord  Balcarras,  but  the  enemy 
was  so  stoutly  defended  he  could  not  break  through  and  he  swung 
his  big  black  steed  around  and  rushed  about  100  yards  to  where 
the  Massachusetts  regiment  was  attacking  the  Hessian  redoubt  (all 
Germans  were  called  Hessian)  held  by  Breyman,  and  by  his  mighty 
presence  aroused  the  Continentals  to  greater  action.  He  person¬ 
ally  dashed  his  horse  forward  and  around  the  steep  eastern  side  of 
the  redoubt  and  his  troops  came  right  after  him,  shooting,  bayonet¬ 
ing  and  driving  the  British  back  before  them,  when  lo !  a  bullet 
struck  his  left  leg  just  above  the  knee,  shattered  it,  his  horse  plunged 
forward  and  fell  dead,  and  Arnold  was  carried  from  the  field;  but 
he  and  his  men  had  done  their  work  so  well  that  Burgoyne  retreated 
and  ten  days  later  surrendered  his  army  to  General  Gates. 

Now,  shall  we  say  that  Arnold  won  this  decisive  victory?  I 
trow  not.  That  would  be  saying  too  much,  but  we  must  say  that 
by  his  courage,  skill  and  leadership,  his  faithfulness,  fearlessness 
and  gallantry  under  fire  and  sword,  he  did  more  than  any  other  of¬ 
ficer  or  general  to  make  it  so,  and  the  chief  praise  of  right  belongs 
to  him.  During  the  whole  war  there  was  no  act  of  true  heroism 
and  patriotism  more  clearly  shown  and  no  more  real  devotion  mani¬ 
fested  by  any  officer  or  soldier  anywhere.  And  after  such  noble  de¬ 
votion  and  service  on  his  part,  and  that  too  while  without  charge  or 
command  or  even  proper  recognition,  it  is  easy  for  the  unbiased 
mind  to  perceive  just  what  it  was  that  drove  this  otherwise  noble 
soul  into  an  attempted  betrayal  which  has  made  the  name  that  was 
in  praise  the  synonym  of  treachery.  Far  be  it  from  us  to  seek  in  this 
family  history  to  condone  the  evil  act,  but  we  do  here  wish  to  show 
to  the  family  of  Arnold,  and  to  all  men,  just  what  it  was  that  caused 
it,  appraise  the  loss,  that  we  and  all  others  may  profit  thereby.  Few 
are  the  victims  of  such  a  tragic  fate,  but  many  are  the  men  and 
women  who  come  within  one  step  of  immortalization,  yet,  through 
like  distressing  and  discouraging  circumstances,  fail  and  fall. 

While  Arnold  was  giving  his  very  life  for  our  American  Free¬ 
dom  and  Independence,  and  while  away  from  his  home  and  family 
on  his  Canadian  campaign,  his  dear  wife  Margaret  Mansfield  died. 

Gen.  Arnold  having  now  been  put  in  command  at  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  became  acquainted  and  attached  to  Margaret  Shippen,  whose 
pet  name  was  “Peggy.”  She  was  the  daughter  of  Edward  Shippen, 
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who  was  familiarly  known  as  Chief  Justice  of  Pennsylvania.  He 
soon  made  her  his  second  wife.  This  brought  him  into  high  and 
close  relation  with  the  Tories  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  was  here  that 
the  treacherous  correspondence  was  held  with  Sir  Henry  Clinton. 

That  Arnold’s  second  wife  had  knowledge  of  the  plot  to  betray 
West  Point  into  the  hands  of  the  British  (as  Aaron,  Burr  said  she 
must  have  had)  is  believed  to  be  wholly  untrue.  She  was  but  a 
Miss  of  twenty  years  and  Arnold,  though  thinking  much  of  her  as 
he  did,  could  not  and  would  not  have  entrusted  her  with  so  great 
a  secret;  besides,  he  always  did  hold  her  “innocent  and  guiltless.” 
He  wrote  General  Washington  at  the  time  telling  him  that  she  was 
as  “good  and  innocent  as  an  angel”  and  begged  of  Washington  that 
“she  be  not  harmed.” 

It  should  be  noted  here  that  Washington,  upon  appointing 
Arnold  to  the  command  of  the  forces  at  Philadelphia,  bestowed  on 
him  a  pair  of  elegant  pistols,  together  with  the  belated  commission 
from  Congress  restoring  him  to  the  full  rank  and  seniority  of  Major 
General,  dating  the  commission  (antedating  it)  so  that  it  would 
confer  the  rank  to  which  he  was  entitled  and  which  Washington  had 
said  previously  was  “simply  an  act  ol  justice.”  But  the  long  delay 
had  permitted  the  injustice  to  do  its  work  so  completely  that  Arnold, 
in  Ins  desperation,  committed  the  act  which  lost  him  the  place  in 
the  hall  of  fame  and  left  vacant  the  niche  in  the  Saratoga  Battle¬ 
field  Monument  erected  by  the  Monumental  Association  October 
7,  1877,  a  hundred  years  after  the  famous  battle. 

It  is  not  possible  for  any  honest  writer  to  give  the  record  of  the 
battle  of  Saratoga  and  not  at  the  same  time  pay  a  high  tribute  to 
Major  General  Benedict  Arnold.  Were  he  to  try  and  do  so,  the 
vacant  niche  and  even  the  stones  of  the  Battle-Monument  on  which 
Gates,  Morgan  and  Schuyler  are  immortalized  would  cry  out  and 
speak  aloud  of  the  noble  heroism  of  Arnold  under  the  most  adverse 
and  unjust  circumstances  known  to  man. 

Arnold  was  grossly  wronged  and  severely  tempted  on  all  sides 
and  should  be  pitied  rather  than  condemned  for  his  attempted  trea¬ 
son  which  was  his  colossal  blunder. 

We  should  remember  that  Congress  was  “faction  ridden”  and 
showed  such  utter  incompetence  that  many  truly  believed  that  inde¬ 
pendence  from  the  Mother  country  was  out  of  the  question. 
The  soldiers  were  unpaid,  poorly  clothed  and  ungraciously  unpro¬ 
vided  for,  and  there  was  scarcely  an  influential  officer  who  was 
not  at  odds  with  Congress.  Almost  daily,  General  Arnold  was  be- 
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sieged  with  Loyalist  expressions  and  opinions  which  were  unfavor¬ 
able  to  the  further  resistance  of  the  Mother  Country. 

Situated  as  he  was  at  Philadelphia,  surrounded  by  Tories  and 
with  the  love  and  admiration  of  a  Tory  wife;  smarting  under  the 
unjust  treatment  he  had  received,  and  desirous  to  end  it  all;  his  bet¬ 
ter  American  spirit  failed  him  in  the  darkest  hour  of  need  and 
made  him  give  way  to  an  attempted  treason.  We  truly  pity  him, 
and  lay  our  compassion  on  this  otherwise  courageous  and  mag¬ 
nanimous  General.  No  person  should  let  the  pitiful  attempted 
treason  of  Arnold  blind  him  to  the  brilliant,  courageous  and  effective 
service  that  Arnold  rendered  the  Colonies  and  equally  bestowed  on 
us  all. 

Time  softens  aspersions  and  pales  the  darkened  shadows  so 
we  can  see  things  clearly  and  justly.  One  hundred  years  after  the 
battle  of  Saratoga  we  find  many,  and  one  distinguished  person  in 
particular,  who  was  a  distant  relative  of  General  Schuyler,  and  was 
the  vice-president  of  the  Saratoga  Monumental  Association,  taking 
a  deep  interest  in  Major  General  Benedict  Arnold.  This  man, 
General  J.  Watts  De  Peyster,  with  a  great  military  record  of  his 
own  and  being  the  author  of  many  historical  monographs,  including 
Burgoyne’s  campaign  and  the  battle  of  Saratoga,  felt  and  declared 
therein  that,  “ much  credit  belonged  to  Arnold  in  winning  the  battle 
and  very  little  belonged  to  General  Gates A 

With  his  intimate  and  personal  knowledge,  the  big  heart  and 
unbiased  mind  of  the  great  General  J.  Watts  De  Peyster  could  do 
no  less  than  express  themselves  openly,  charitably  and  justly  with  a 
Major  General  Avho  had  served  so  well  and  courageously  as  Arnold 
had  and  yet  had  received  so  very  little  for  his  fearless,  unselfish 
magnanimity. 

In  erecting  the  monument,  Gen.  J.  Watts  De  Peyster  felt  that 
Gen.  Gates,  having  done  nothing  worse  than  that  of  designing  and 
fostering  the  abortive  scheme  to  wrest  the  command  of  the  Con¬ 
tinental  Army  from  General  Washington,  should  have  a  monu¬ 
mental  recognition,  hut  felt  strongly  that  some/  recognition  in  stone 
should  be  given  General  Arnold,  and  so  he  set  about  to  see  that  it 
was  done. 

Since  Arnold  had  gone  wrong  and  he  could  not  name  him  by 
name  or  place  his  bust  in  the  vacant  niche  he  could  honor  his  leg 
and  make  mention  of  his  services,  and  this  he  did  by  employing  the 
American  sculptor  Ldwin  Bissel  to  make  the  monument  to  General 
Arnold  and  set  it  up  at  the  very  spot  where  he  fell. 
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We  are  greatly  pleased  that  we  can  give  a  true  picture  of  this 
monument  as  it  now  is,  showing  both  the  front  and  reverse  side, 
revealing  clearly  the  work  and  record  of  this  thoughtful  and  great 
man,  [.  Watts  De  Peystcr.  Credit  also  must  be  given  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  George  O.  Slingerland,  of  Mechanicville,  N.  Y.  (whose 
great-grandfather,  Peter,  was  a  private  under  General  Gates),  for 
furnishing  us  with  the  illustrations. 

President  Slingerland  in  his  report  to  us  (November  13,  1930) 
says:  “Arnold  was  certainly  the  leading  figure  at  the  battle  of 
Saratoga,  and  the  selfish,  petty  acts  of  General  Gates  in  not  giving 
him  credit  for  his  work  on  the  19th  of  September  was,  I  believe, 
the  real  beginning  of  his  change  of  attitude  that  resulted  in  his 
negotiating  with  the  British  as  he  did.  He  was  certainly  tempted 
as  few  men  have  been;  on  account  of  his  impetuous  nature,  fostered 
by  the  petty  acts  of  such  people  as  General  Gates,  Jeft  him  moody, 
and  angered  at  not  receiving  his  pay  and  a  recognition  of  his  brilliant 
work,  that  resulted  in  his  later  act.” 

“As  chairman  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  Battlefields  and  His¬ 
toric  sites,  I  succeeded  in  getting  an  appropriation  to  build  a  hand¬ 
some  little  cottage  of  the  Revolutionary  type  on  the  site  of  General 
Arnold’s  headquarters  where  he  started  out  on  the  afternoon  of 
October  7,  and  placed  himself  at  the  head  of  the  troops  and  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  winning  the  Breyman  redoubt  where  he  was  wounded. 
This  house  is  filled  with  Revolutionary  furniture,  household 
utensils,  pictures,  etc.,  and  is  a  great  attraction  to  the  visitors  and 
the.  tourists  at  the  Battlefield.” 

We  can  but  advise  our  readers  and  all  who  may  journey  at  any 
time  to  New  York  City  or  State  to  visit  this  Arnold  Monument 
and  Saratoga  Battlefield  Cottage,  and  stand  before  and  look  upon 
the  memorial  so  kindly  erected  to  the  unnamed  soldier  and  General 
on  the  spot  where  he  fell  a  hundred  years  previously.  A  soldier 
and  General  who  did  more  to  win  for  us  our  freedom  and  Inde¬ 
pendence  than  most  any  other  man,  and  who  was  declared  by  Gen¬ 
eral  I.  Watts  De  Peyster  to  be  “THE  MOST  BRILLIANT 
SOLDIER  OF  THE  CONTINENTAL  ARMY.”  . 

As  you  look  upon  this  well-worded  inscription  and  note  the 
beauty  of  design  by  Bissel,- — -the  carved  cannon  which  speaks  of 
the  BATTLE;  the  boot  and  leg  which  signify  WOUNDED;  the 
epaulette  anti  wreath  which  crown  the  whole  with  VICTORY; 
drawn  by  the  same  man  who  designed  and  executed  the  bronze 
statue  of  General  Gates  that  is  in  the  niche  in  the  Schuylerville 
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monument;  let  them  seriously  remind  you  of  the  vacant  niche  in  the 
monument  where,  save  for  the  one  lone  act,  the  statue  of  Major 
General  Arnold  should  be. 

Let  these  things  also  remind  you  that  serious  wrongs  done 
leave  scars  which  time  can  not  obliterate.  But  do  not  forget  that 
honest  faithful  service  shall  not  go  forever  unrewarded;  that  in 
time  the  evils  shall  be  overcome  of  good  and  that  justice,  truth  and 
righteousness  shall  at  last  prevail. 

Noble  souls  have  gone  wrong  through  a  weakness  of  the  flesh 
to  which  we  all  are  akin,  and  Arnold-like  are  to  be  pitied,  sym¬ 
pathetically  pitied,  especially  when  like  Arnold,  who  in  his  dying- 
hours  asked  for  his  Colonial  Uniform  and  begged  that  he  might  die 
as  he  had  largely  lived,  “A  real  man,  a  true  soldier  who  felt  and 
bled  for  his  country.” 

Oh,  yes !  When  the  dark  clouds  have  passed,  or  their  black¬ 
ness  is  fully  and  rightfully  understood,  they  make  the  sunset  more 
beautiful,  instructive,  and  gloriously  helpful  to  us.

It  has  been  well  and  authoritatively  established  that  Samuel 
Arnold  of  Somerset  County,  Pa.,  was  a  member  of  the  family  of 
Arnolds  of  Rhode  Island  and  that  he  left  there  at  an  early  date 
and  went  into  the  Cumberland  Valley  of  Maryland,  where  his  son 
Samuel  was  born,  March  6,  1775.  By  the  redistricting  of  lands 
he  and  wife  Elizabeth  became  citizens  of  Bedford  and  Somerset 
Counties  in  Pennsylvania,  where  they  lived  and  reared  a  family  of 
nine  children,  consisting  ot  three  sons,  Samuel,  Joseph  and  Daniel; 
and  six  daughters,  Rachel,  Margaret,  Elizabeth,  Easter,  Ann  and 


Catharine. 

For  clarity  of  location  it  should  be  said  that  Bedford  County 
was  formed  of  a  part  of  Cumberland  County,  Mar.  9,  1771,  and 
Bedford  made  the  county-seat.  Cumberland  township  then  became  a 
part  of  Bedford  County  and  its  name  was  changed  to  Cumberland 
township.  In  1772  (three  years  before  the  child  Samuel  was  born) 
the  tax  records  show  that  there  were  only  twenty-seven  persons  who 
held  land  in  the  township  and  paid  taxes  and  that  Samuel  Arnold’s 
name  heads  the  list. 

In  1785  Londonderry  township  was  formed  from  the  south¬ 
western  portion  of  Cumberland  Valley  township.  This  redistrict¬ 
ing  left  Cumberland  Valley  township  occupying  most  all  the  great 
valley  southward  to  the  Maryland  line  from  Bedford.  Somerset 
was  formed  of  a  part  of  Bedford  County  April  17,  1779,  with 
Somerset  the  County-seat. 

Southampton  township  is  in  the  extreme  southeastern  corner 
of  Somerset  County.  Gleaning  the  tax  records  of  those  paying 
taxes  there  previous  to  1785  we  find  the  names  of  Samuel  Arnold 
and  also  of  Jacob  Plumb,  who  was  then  a  freeman  and  single,  but 
who  soon  married  and  brought  forth  a  daughter,  April  3,  1793. 
This  daughter  (there  were  other  children)  was  named  Elizabeth 
and  in  time  became  Samuel  Arnold’s  wife  and  they  were  the 
father  and  mother  of  Drusilla  Arnold  of  Wayne  and  Medina 
Counties,  Ohio. 

According  to  the  records  of  Somerset  County,  Commonwealth 
of  Pa.,  in  the  Recorder’s  office  at  Somerset,  the  children  and  heirs  of 
Samuel  Arnold,  Sr.,  were  Samuel,  Joseph,  Daniel,  Rachel  (who 
married  James  Jones),  Margaret  (unmarried),  Elizabeth  (who

rine,  who  married  Aaron  Porter  of  Trumble  County,  Ohio,  (Sec 
Record  of  Deeds,  hook,  vol.  4,  pages  321-323).  We  have  had  J. 
Donald  Lohr,  Recorder  of  Somerset  County,  make  true  and  correct 
copies  of  these  deeds  and  records,  certify  to  them  under  seal,  Jan. 
22,  1931,  and  turn  them  in  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Arnold-Luckey 
family. 

We  also  have  in  our  possession  the  original  document  of  Pro¬ 
bate  conveying  letters  of  administration,  under  County  seal,  by 
Ptho  Shrader;  Register  for  Probate  of  Wills  of  Somerset  County, 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  1805,  to  Elizabeth  Arnold  as 
Administratrix  and  Samuel  Arnold  Administrator  of  the  estate  of 
Samuel  Arnold,  deceased.  It  is  as  follows: 

I,  Ptho  Shrader,  Register  for  the  pro¬ 
bate  of  wills  and  granting  letters  of  ad¬ 
ministration  in  and  for  the  County  of 
Somerset  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania.  To  Elizabeth  Arnold  Administratrix  and  Samuel 
Arnold  Administrator  of  all  and  singular  the  goods  and  chattels, 
rights  and  credits  which  were  of  Samuel  Arnold  late  of  said  County 
of  Somerset,  deceased- — Greeting:  Whereas  the  said  Samuel 
Arnold  lately  died  intestate  (as  is  affirmed)  having  whilst  he  lived 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  divers  goods  and  chattels  rights  and 
credits  within  said  County,  by  means  whereof  the  full  disposition 
and  power  of  granting  letters  of  administration  thereof  is  mani¬ 
festly  known  to  belong  to  me,  I  therefore  desiring  that  the  goods 
and  chattels  rights  and  credits  which  were  of  the  said  deceased 
may  be  well  and  truly  administered,  converted  and  disposed  of  ac¬ 
cording  to  law,  do  hereby  grant  unto  you  the  said  Elizabeth 
Arnold  and  Samuel  Arnold  (in  whose  fidelity  in  this  behalf  I  very

ever  indemnifying  me  and  all  other  officers  against  all  persons  by 
your  administration  aforesaid,  and  saving  all  others  their  rights 
&  ct  c’t’a. 


In  Testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and 
affixed  the  seal  of  said  County,  the  seventh  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  MDCCCV. 


The  above-named  Samuel  Arnold,  son  of  the  Samuel  Arnold, 
deceased,  of  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  who  was  given  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  administrator  of  his  father’s  estate,  and  who  was  the 
father  of  Drusilla  Arnold,  born  in  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  May  22, 
1820,  acted  according  to  his  appointment  and  settled  the  estate  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  law  and  satisfactorily  to  the  heirs  as  is  shown  by  his 
reports  to  the  court  and  by  the  deeds  of  settlement  and  the  issuance 
and  conveyance  of  certain  sums  of  money,  some  five  hundred  pounds 
being  paid  each  heir. 

We  have  made  a  true  and  certified  copy  of  these  and  a  photo¬ 
static  copy  of  the  original  document  of  administratorship  in  Ptho 
Shrader’s  (the  register)  own  hand  under  seal  and  date  of 
MDCCCV.  This  is  in  confirmation  of  the  truth  and  as  absolute 
proof  of  the  facts  and  we  are  pleased  to  turn  these  over  to  the 
Arnold-Luckey  family  treasurer  for  preservation. 
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We  pride  ourselves  in  our  ancestry.  We  regard  the 
history  of  our  progenitors  in  love.  We  esteem  their 
lives  with  the  same  tenderness  a  true  child  regards 
its  father  and  mother  and  with  a  real  joy  for  the 
luster  time  sheds  on  the  history. 
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SAMUEL  AND  ELIZABETH  PLUMB  ARNOLD 

Samuel  Arnold  (1775-1847),  of  Sharon  Center,  Ohio, 
was  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Arnold  of  Somer¬ 
set  County,  Pa.  1  le  was  born  in  Cumberland  Valley, 
Somerset  County,  March  6,  1775;  was  one  of  a  family 
of  nine  children,  consisting  of  three  sons  and  six  daugh¬ 
ters;  was  given  a  good  education  and  named  after  his 
father,  with  whom  he  spent  much  of  his  youth  but  some 
time  was  spent  at  the  village  blacksmith  shop  of  a  Mr. 
Jacob  Plumb  where  he  learned  the  art  completely. 
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It  was  on  this  wise  that  Samuel  first  met  his  future  wife  in  the 
person  of  the  little  newly  born  babe  of  Jacob  Plumb  when  he  was 
just  eighteen  years  and  27  days  of  age. 

lie  was  in  the  blacksmith  shop  on  April  3rd,  1793,  when  the 
child  was  being  born  and  the  father  of  the  child  invited  him  into  the 
house  to  see  the  little  stranger,  and  as  Samuel  looked  upon  her  the 
father  jokingly  remarked,  “Who  knows,  friend  Samuel,  but  that  she 
may  become  your  wife  some  day!” 

The  saying  must  have  pleased  Samuel,  though  he  tried  to  hide 
it  in  his  heart,  and  jocosely  put  it  aside  as  of  but  little  moment  and 
immediately  gave  his  attention  to  something  else.  It  is  said 
by  those  who  stood  by,  his  cheeks  flushed  and  he  seemed  en¬ 
grossed  in  thoughts  which  lie  deeper  than  the  surface.  Could  it 
have  been  “a  love  at  first  sight”  or  was  it  only  a  modest  embarrass¬ 
ment  peculiar  to  the  occasion  and  the  remark?  We  must  leave  our 
readers  to  resolve  this  in  their  own  minds;  but  if  *it  was  a  real  ad¬ 
miration  which  bordered  on  companionate  love,  it  could  not  have 
been  mutual  for  the  babe  was  incapable,  as  yet,  of  forming  such  love 
and  personal  admiration. 

It  is  said,  the  day  was  exceedingly  fair,  and  the  sun  must 
have  shone  brightly  and  smiled  into  the  village  blacksmith  shop, 
which  stood  in  a  place  near  where  Glenco  is  now  situated,  on  the 
day  when  Samuel  first  looked  upon  the  bright  and  beaming  upturned 
face  of  the  newlyborn  of  whom  it  had  been  jocularly  prophesied 
that  she  might  be  his  wife  some  day. 

Such  prophecies  are  seldom  fulfilled,  but  that  Samuel  was 
visibly  impressed  can  not  be  denied,  for  actions  speak,  and  ’ tis  said, 
Samuel  “dropped  in”  again  and  again  to  see  the  “little  darling” 
as  he  termed  her.  And  as  she  grew  up  before  him  as  a  young  and 
tender  plant  of  the  Jacob  Plumb  household,  and  became— the  sweet 
budding  flower  opening  up  into  fuller  bloom — he  could  not  help 
casting  his  weekly  (if  not  daily)  glances  intently  upon  her  and  ap¬ 
provingly  smile  upon  her  affectionately.  It  was  but  natural  then 
that  when  she  grew  into  her  young  womanhood  she  should  return 
those  glances  and  sweet  affectionate  smiles  and  join  with  him  fre¬ 
quently  in  graceful,  lovely,  personal  conversations. 

It  has  long  been  known  and  firmly  held  by  some  that  the  gods 
have  many  and  divers  ways  of  bringing  such  tender  and  loving  hearts 
together  anti  of  binding  them  the  more  firmly  together  in  a  love 
that  is  truly  keen,  ardent  and  even  adamant. 

The  child  was  so  named  as  to  bear  the  appellation  of  its 
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mother  and  that  of  Samuel’s  own  mother,  and  to  him  she  became  a 
maiden  of  most  excellent  worth.  Personally  he  supervised  her 
studies,  gave  some  attention  to  her  health,  manifested  his  personal 
interest  in  her  social  activities  and  joined  her  in  her  works  and  do¬ 
ings. 

They  resided  but  a  very  few  miles  from  each  other  and  their 
relation  and  admiration  for  each  other  made  that  distance  of  a 
few  miles  seem  much  shorter  than  it  really  was  and  made  it  much 
easier  for  them  to  get  together  the  more  frequently. 

The  young  Miss  Elizabeth,  in  her  glowing  and  ever-increasing 
love  for  Samuel,  on  hearing  of  his  coming  over  to  her  father’s 
house,  would  frequently  don  her  bonnet  and  shawl  and  hasten  down 
the  road  to  meet  him  (sometimes  fully  halfway)  coming  on  the 
road  and  then  gleefully  and  rejoicingly  return  with  him  to  her  home. 
Perhaps,  dear  reader,  you  yourself  have  been  moved  to  do  that  self¬ 
same  thing,  or  at  least  you  have  strongly  felt  like  doing  so.  Be 
this  as  it  may,  it  was  a  thing  naturally  and  psychologically  impos¬ 
sible  for  such  personal  admiration  and  devotion  to  fail  in  coming 
into  bloom  and  reach  in  time  its  fruition,  and  this  it  did  when  Eliza¬ 
beth  had  reached  the  age  of  19  years,  1  month  and  10  days. 

Yes,  there  was  a  difference  in  their  ages,  lie  was  37  years,  2 
months  and  7  days  when  their  courtship  brought  forth  the  sweeter 
fruits  of  joyous  wedlock.  Age  and  differences  in  ages  have  little 
or  nothing  to  do  with  true  love,  matrimony  and  marriage.  Some 
of  us  have  tested  the  truth  of  this,  know  these  things  by  actual  ex¬ 
perience,  and  speak  whereof  we  do  know  and  our  testimony  is  rea¬ 
sonable  and  just. 

Samuel  loved  Elizabeth  with  a  gracious,  glowing,  tender  and 
ardent  affection.  By  his  every  word  and  act  for  many  long  years 
he  showed  his  living,  loving  admiration  for  her  and  his  desire  to 
have  her  for  his  own.  Elis  love  was  one  which  asked  no  question 
and  was  heroic  and  constant.  To  him  Elizabeth  was  not  only  fair 
of  countenance,  modest  and  charming  in  action,  but  was  so  very 
pleasing  and  fascinating  in  speech  and  so  lovable  in  personality  that 
he  was  truly  overjoyed  with  her  in  every  way  and  was  perfectly 
happy  in  her  presence.  What  then  but  death  could  stop  the  wed¬ 
ding  engagement,  the  marriage  or  the  united  and  joyous  pursuit  of 
a  long,  future,  happy  and  eventful  life? 

The  wedding  being  consummated  in  Somerset  County,  Pa., 
May  13,  1812,  the  home  established  the  following  year,  they  be¬ 
came,  in  time,  the  parents  of  a  large  family  of  ten  children,  consist- 
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ing  ol  five  girls  and  live  hoys.  All  these  were  reared  hy  them  as 
hecometh  good  parents,  “in  the  tear  of  the  Lord,”  and  they  grew 
up  to  womanhood  and  manhood  under  thek*  loving  tutelage  and  in¬ 
struction  to  he  honest,  moral,  upright,  progressive  citizens,  leaving 
no  stain  ol  any  kind  whatsoever  to  darken  the  home  or  Arnold  name 
or  even  cast  a  suspicion  or  shadow  over  the  character  and  love  of 
their  parents.  Their  issue  were  as  follows: 

1 —  Margaret,  horn  May  19,  1813;  died  November  13,  1847. 

2 —  Daniel,  horn  April  9,  1815. 

3 —  Samuel,  horn  July  19,  1817.

10—  Joseph,  horn  March  20,  1837. 

There  are  to  he  seen  now  in  the  family  burial  lot  on  the  Samuel 
Arnold  farm  in  Sharon  Center,  Ohio,  three  tombstones  which  mark 
the  graves  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Arnold  and  their  first  daughter 
Margaret.  But  the  inscriptions  thereon  are  so  dim  and  so  nearly 
obliterated  with  age  in  certain  particulars  as  to  he  undeterminable. 
The  official  records  of  Medina  County,  Ohio,  and  Somerset  County, 
Pa.,  give  us  the  following: 

Samuel  Arnold,  horn  March  6,  1775  ;  died  December  23,  1847. 

Elizabeth  Plumb  (Arnold),  horn  April  3,  1793;  died  March 
26,  1879. 

This  shows  that  Samuel’s  age  at  death  was  72  years,  9  months 
and  17  days.  And  that  his  wife  Elizabeth  was  85  years,  11  months 
and  23  days.  Although  thirty  or  more  years  intervened  between 
their  deaths,  yet  Elizabeth  never  married  another  and  remained  on 
the  old  homestead  and  died  there  at  the  appointed  and  above-men¬ 
tioned  date  from  a  shock  which  she  received  from  a  fall. 

The  faith  and  church  adherence  of  the  Samuel  Arnolds  were 
those  of  the  Reformed  church.  Their  early  church  in  Somerset 
County,  Pa.,  consisted  for  a  time  of  various  faiths,  the  Reformed, 
Lutheran  and  Congregational  predominating.  They  all  handed 
together  and  budded  a  log  house  for  common  school  purposes  which 
also  answered  them  for  a  “meeting  house”  in  which  to  worship. 

There  were  ministers  who  came  in  on  horseback  from  east 
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Pennsylvania — ministers  of  the  different  denominations — who  met 
with  them  occasionally  and  at  stated  times  and  preached  unto  them. 
Their  worship  was  very  brotherly  but  primitive.  Their  first  pastor 
was  the  Rev.  John  William  Weber,  who  came  to  them  in  1782,  and 
remained  with  them  but  a  short  time;  the  second  ministry  was  also 
of  short  duration  and  then  the  Reformed  minister,  Rev.  Henry 
Giesey,  entered  in  and  served  them  well  for  twenty-three  long  years. 

The  present  edifice  of  this  denominational  Reformed  Church 
was  built  but  a  short  time  ago  at  a  cost  of  $20,000  and  is  one  of  the 
chief  church  buildings  of  Somerset  County,  Pa.  Samuel  Arnold 
and  Elizabeth  Plumb  Arnold  never  lost  their  faith  in  God  or  the 
church;  had  all  their  children  baptized  in  the  faith,  and  it  is  said 
that  the  mother  Elizabeth  took  her  youngest  child  Joseph  when  a 
babe,  and  rode  fourteen  miles  on  horseback  to  have  him  baptized. 
When  she  died,  March  26th,  1870,  her  funeral  was  conducted  from 
the  home,  the  German  Reformed  minister,  Rev.  Kaughman,  being 
the  officiating  clergyman  and  her  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  family 
lot  on  the  old  Arnold  farm  beside  that  of  her  husband,  Samuel  Ar¬ 
nold,  and  that  of  her  first  born  child,  Margaret.  Her  daughter, 
Drusilla,  and  husband  being  notified  and  invited  by  telegram,  made 
the  following  reply  to  the  sender,  John  P.  Spuller,  of  Akron,  Ohio, 
by  personal  dispatch,  in  father  Luckey’s  own  hand  as  here  shown: 


re. 
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Telegraphy  and  telegraphic  communications  were  unknown  and 
unheard  of  in  the  early  years  of  the  Drusilla  Arnold  life.  They 
were  of  more  recent  origin  and  came  into  general  use  at  a  much  later 
day.  It  was  not  until  1844  that  Professor  Morse  was  able  to  trans¬ 
mit  the  simplest  message  by  electricity.  The  original  message,  “What 
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Hath  God  Wrought,”  transmitted  in  the  crudest  form,  is  held  in  the 
archives  of  the  Historical  Society  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  where 
it  may  he  seen. 

Of  course  it  brought  joy  to  the  world  and  pride  to  the  people 
of  the  United  States.  ’Twas  generally  declared: 

“That  steed  called  ‘Lightning’  (say  the  Fates) 

Is  owned  in  the  United  States; 

’T.was  Franklin’s  hand  that  caught  the  horse; 

’Twas  harnessed  by  Professor  Morse.” 

And  the  truth  now  is,  that  after  many,  many  years  in  which  the 
personal  messages  of  communication  were  written  out  in  longhand 
and  carried  or  dispatched  by  some  slow  process  from  one  person, 
family  or  state  to  another,  the  practicability  and  utility  of  the  elec¬ 
tric  telegraph  in  transmitting  these  messages  are  fully  established. 
It  took  years  to  make  it  practical  and  general.  At  first  it  was  in  the 
hands  of  private  parties  and  but  few  places  had  access  to  it;  but 
now  the  lines  of  telegraphic  communication  traverse,  like  spider¬ 
webs  in  a  complete  net-work,  the  entire  length  and  breadth  of  the 
whole  earth. 

And  it  is  further  to  be  admitted  by  us  all,  and  rejoicingly  so, 
that  television  and  radio  activity,  in  a  superior  and  more  advanced 
and  pleasing  way,  are  bringing  the  peoples  of  earth  more  closely  to¬ 
gether,  even  face  to  face,  in  a  manner  never  conceived  or  dreamed 
of  in  the  early  day,  and  are  making  them  but  one  family  and  one 
household. 

The  photo-static  copy  inserted  herein  of  the  Arnold-Luckey 
gram  in  father  Luckey’s  own  handwriting  ought  to  make  the  read¬ 
ers  of  OUR  FAMILY  TILS,  as  well  as  the  present-day  descend¬ 
ants  realize  more  fully  the  great  importance  attached  thereto  and 
the  subsequent  advantages  and  blessings  which  are  ours. 
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THE  EARLY  LIFE-HISTORY  OF 
DRUSILLA  ARNOLD 

Drusilla  Arnold  was  one  of  a  family  of  ten  children,  the  second 
daughter  and  the  fourth  child  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  (Plumb) 
Arnold.  She  was  born  to  them  in  Wayne  County,  O.,  May  22, 
1820,  soon  after  they  came  into  the  county  and  state. 

She  had  a  prepossessing  appearance,  was  fair  of  complexion 
with  brown  hair  and  hazel  brown  eyes.  When  fully  grown  she 
stood  five-and-a-half  feet  tall  and  weighed  140  pounds.  She  was 
retiring  and  rather  timid,  showing  extreme  modesty. 

Just  when,  where  and  how  she  first  met  her  lover  and  future 
husband,  George  W.  Luckey,  we  can  not  say,  but  they  were  born 
only  a  few  miles  from  each  other  and  in  the  same  county  and  their 
parents  were  very  near  neighbors.  Drtfsilla  was  the  older  by  about 
two  years  and  he  was  the  taller  by  about;  six  inches.  He  was  very 
fair  of  face  and  possessed  a  fine  head  of  hair  in  his  youth  which  was 
of  the  golden  brown  color,  while  his  eyes  were  of  the  deep  greyish- 
blue  variety  which  sparkled  brilliantly. 

It  was  decreed  by  fate  or  circumstances  that  they  should  be 
separated  for  a  little  while  in  their  youthful,  amorous  days  through 
the  changes  in  parental  residential  places. 

However,  it  is  a  true  saying,  “Love  never  faileth,”  and  it  now 
“suffered  long  and  was  kind”  for  it  brought  them  together  again, 
and  their  love  and  affection  seemed  the  dearer  and  the  courting  the 
sweeter  the  longer  and  nearer  they  were  together,  and  it  soon  ex¬ 
pressed  itself  more  fully  and  clearly  in  their  being  wedded  together 
in  the  bonds  of  “holy  matrimony”  in  the  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Ar¬ 
nold  homestead  in  Sharon  Center,  Medina  County,  Ohio,  February 
11,  1841,  when  she  was  20  years,  8  months  and  19  days  old,  and 
he,  18  years,  8  months  and  27  days. 

Now  it  must  be  observed  anti  recorded  that  Drusilla  not  only 
drew  her  lover  back  to  her  arms  from  his  far  off  place  in  Indiana, 
but  brought  him  into  her  father’s  house  and  made  him  the  prime 
minister  there,  the  chief  director  of  the  old  farm. 

This  is  one  of  those  wonderful  love  inspiring  stories  which 
makes  us  smile  before  or  while  telling  it,  because  it  is  indeed  so  very 
pleasing  in  itself  and  so  very  natural,  and  because  it  is  so  frequently 
shared  in  by  actual  experience. 
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Five  years  before  the  wedding  took  place  Andrew  Luckey, 
the  father  of  George,  had  emigrated  to  Indiana,  and  took  George, 
who  was  under  fourteen,  along  with  him.  But  true  love  cannot  be 
denied,  smothered  or  suppressed.  It  is  stronger  than  parental  af¬ 
fection  and  will  skip  over  mountains,  make  its  way  through  the  hig 
dense  forests,  surmount  all  obstacles,  for  it  is  constant,  searches  the 
mind  and  heart,  and  attracts  like  the  magnet,  compelling  like  minds 
and  like  bodies  to  come  together,  and  like  loves  and  lovers  are  im¬ 
pelled  into  each  other’s  embrace.  The  stronger  the  love  the  greater 
the  attraction  and  the  more  impelling  the  force  from  within  and  the 
propelling  force  from  without. 

Whether  George  made  known  to  his  father  that  he  was  so 
sorely  afflicted  with  the  “Lover’s  disease”  or  not,  we  can  not  say, 
hut  when  he  could  stand  it  no  longer  anti  felt  he  must  “do  or 
die”  he  called  his  father  to  him,  bade  him  goodby  and  pressed  a  kiss 
on  his  cheek  and  was  off  for  his  sweetheart  in  Medina  County,  O. 

There  were  no  flying  machines,  no  automobiles,  no  fast  or 
easy  way  of  travel  in  those  days,  and  even  the  walking  was  difficult 
and  the  going  miserable.  The  very  best  roads  were  submerged  in 
water  in  many  places  and  they  often  became  mere  blazed  trails  and 
mere  foot  paths  through  the  woods  and  winding  in  and  out  in  divers 
ways.  But  George  was  young,  fleet  of  foot  and  strong  of  limb,  and 
with  such  an  attracting  and  impelling  force  in  front  of  him  pulling 
him  on,  and  such  a  propelling  force  in  him  pushing  him  on  he  made 
the  long  journey  of  nearly  two  hundred  miles  in  a  little  over  four 
consecutive  days.  It  is  truly  wonderful  what  a  human  being  can  do, 
under  such  circumstances,  to  reach  the  object  of  his  supreme  affec¬ 
tion.  George  skipped  through  the  woods  and  over  the  mud  at  the 
rate  of  five  miles  an  hour,  fifty  miles  a  day,  until  he  reached  her 
whom  he  loved  and  who  had  been  the  chief  object  of  his  affection, 
constantly  in  his  mind  and  heart,  yet  whom  he  had  not  laid  eyes 
upon  for  some  time. 

They  must  have  been  created  for  each  other.  Love’s  secret, 
silent  force  brought  them  together  and  united  them  in  wedlock. 
Without  her  he  was  lonely  and  lost  in  Indiana.  Oh,  how  he  longed 
for  her  sweet  society!  And  she  just  as  eagerly  wished  and  longed 
for  his  lovely  companionship;  and  patiently  she  awaited  his  coming. 
Hands  and  hearts  once  more  joined  together  they  could  and  did  ap¬ 
preciate  the  worth  of  each  other  the  more,  and  they  twain  were 
made  one  body  until  death,  and  they  kept  with  sacred  constancy  and 
loving  fidelity  the  vows  of  wedlock  made  by  them  at  that  time.

DRUSILLA  ARNOLD’S  HUSBAND— 
GEORGE  W.  LUCKEY 

George  W.  Luckey,  whom  Drusilla  Arnold  married  February 
11th,  1841,  at  her  father’s  home  in  Sharon  Center,  Ohio,  was  the 
son  of  Andrew  Luckey  (  1781-1  856)  and  the  reputed  grandson  of 
Robert  Luckey  (1753-1797),  who  first  came  to  America  in  1753 
and  resided  in  the  counties  of  Cumberland,  Westmoreland  and 
Washington,  Pa.  It  was  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  where  Andrew 
was  born  as  a  Christmas  gift  in  1781.  When  he  was  grown  he 
found  his  way  into  Ohio  and  also  found  him  a  wife  and  it  was  here 
in  Wayne  County  that  George  W.  Luckey  was  born  on  May  14, 
1822. 

George  was  a  very  strong  and  healthy  child  and  a  youth  of 
great  physical  powers  and  mental  agility.  He  was  attractive,  rather 
handsome  and  dignified  in  appearance,  and  quite  witty  and  humor¬ 
ous.  He  was  a  swift  runner,  a  good  jumper,  and  a  fine  swimmer 
and  diver.  He  was  also  an  excellent  marksman  with  the  rifle. 

George  enjoyed  the  sports  very  much  but  busied  himself  with 
work,  hard  zvork,  for  which  he  is  said  to  have  had  from  youth  an 
apt  and  voracious  disposition  which  bordered  on  gluttony.  He  was 
handy  with  tools  of  all  kinds  and  his  father  having  been  a  car¬ 
penter  and  an  exceptionally  fine  cabinet-maker,  George  had  fully 
mastered  the  trade  himself.  He  was  therefore  too  busy  with  his 
work  to  ever  have  the  blues.  For  all  such  ills  as  melancholy,  de¬ 
spondency  and  indolence,  his  remark  was  “work,”  and  then  “still 
more  work.”  It  is  well  known  by  all  that  during  his  entire  life  he 
performed  what  he  promised;  and  it  was  his  custom  to  see  that  all 
his  children  and  even  those  under  his  care  as  well  as  those  employed 
by  him  in  any  work  did  the  same  thing.  Fie  would  not  countenance 
or  tolerate  anything  less.  He  trusted  in  and  relied  on  promises. 
In  his  day  there  was  little  need  of  notes  or  bonds,  for  men  were 
expected  to  keep  their  word  and  promises  and  this  they  invariably 
did.  They  would  all  strive  to  do  so  even  if  it  caused  them  pain 
with  loss.  The  honor  of  their  good  name,  reliability  and  future 
success  depended  on  it. 

When  George  had  accumulated  some  money  (and  such  per¬ 
sons  always  do)  he  kindly  loaned  it  to  his  workmen  and  neighbors, 
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as  they  had  need  of  it,  simply  upon  their  promise  to  return  it  on  a 
certain  day,  and  they  seldom  if  ever  failed  to  do  so. 

How  different,  how  very  different  is  this  from  the  present  do¬ 
ings  and  times!  Such  doing  and  philosophy  would  now  seem  quaint 
if  not  passe.  Every  lender  now  requires  well-secured  notes  or 
bonds  and  even  these  go  so  far  as  the  mortgaging  of  farms  and 
homes  and  all  possessions.  And  notwithstanding  all  this,  many 
borrowers  fail  to  meet  their  obligations  and  lose  their  all. 

It  might  he  well  for  us  in  this  our  day  to  think  seriously  on 
these  things  lest  we  become  too  wise  and  foolish  in  our  own  con¬ 
ceits  and  lose  our  uprightness  altogether. 

\Y e  may  fancy  we  are  becoming  wiser  in  our  time  than 
they  were  in  their  day,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  by  us  all  that  we 
are  becoming  much  weaker  in  this  most  excellent  virtue  they  pos¬ 
sessed  and  promulgated.  All  we  need  do  is  to  look  about  us  and 
observe  the  general  and  gross  deception  practiced  in  the  repudia-  • 
tion  of  personal  and  national  obligations.  And  it  is  to  be  admitted 
by  us  all  that  graft  and  scandals  do  abound  and  are  to  be  seen  in 
high  public  places  and  among  high  standing  officials  as  well  as  the 
common  people  in  the  various  walks  of  life. 

Such  things  were  not  seen  and  almost  unheard  of  in  Father 
Luckcy’s  day.  EIc  himself  was  called  to  a  high  public  office,  that 
of  County  Commissioner  of  Adams  County,  Indiana,  and  it  must 
be  observed  by  us  how  remarkably  he  performed.  He  served  the 
people  and  county  well,  faithfully,  honestly  and  honorably  for  two 
terms  of  six  years  from  1869  to  1875,  inclusive.  He  brought  forth 
and  advanced  for  them  during  the  time  many  worth-while  measures 
and  projects  and  perfected  many  of  them,  such  as  the  building  of  the 
Adams  County  Court  House,  on  the  cornerstone  of  which  may  be 
seen  his  name  chiseled  with  others,  which  cornerstone  was  laid  on 
the  Fourth  day  of  July  A.  D.,  1872,  just  59  years  ago.  An  ex¬ 
amination  of  this  magnificent  structure  proves  it  to  be  not  only  a 
work  of  art,  graceful  in  appearance  and  commodious,  but  most  ex¬ 
cellently  fitted  in  its  appointments  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
erected.  A  look  without  and  within  will  convince  the  most  skepti¬ 
cal  ol  the  wisdom  displayed  by  the  County  Commissioners  in  their 
looking  far  ahead,  and  not  building  lor  themselves  and  their  day 
alone,  but  for  us  who  should  come  after  them  and  thus  distribute 
the  benefits. 
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This  beautiful  and  commodious  public  building,  situated  in  Decatur,  Indiana 
was  builded  in  1872  at  a  cost  of  $78,979.00  (see  Record  F.  page  1).  George 
W.  Luckey  was  president  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  at  the 
time  and  brought  into  existence  the  project  and  completed  the  work.  It  has 
served  the  county  well,  is  in  good  condition  and  promises  to  he  an  enduring 

monument  to  his  memory.

The  above  photogravure  speaks  for  itself.  As  will  be  seen,  the  cornerstone 
was  laid  with  imposing  ceremonies  on  the  Fourth  day  of  July,  1872,  and 
bears  a  constant  silent  tribute  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  County 
and  to  the  public  officers  and  orders  of  the  day. 
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George  \Y.  Luckey  was  patriotically  inclined.  Politically  he 
was  a  Democrat  while  his  wile,  Drusilla,  was  a  Republican  from 
birth.  1J  e  was  one  of  those  Democrats  who  loved  state  and  nation 
better  than  self  and  was  ready  and  willing  to  lay  down  his  life  that 
the  union  might  he  preserved,  lie  was  one  of  the  first  who  heard 
and  heeded  the  country’s  call. 

Upon  the  first  call  of  Governor  Morton  for  volunteers  he 
tendered  himself  and  his  services  as  a  volunteer  and  was  enlisted  as 
a  Union  Soldier,  being  mustered  in  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  July 
11,  1863,  in  Company  E,  Battalion  Regiment  107  (see  Adjutant 
General’s  Report,  by  W.  H.  H.  Terrell). 

It  is  by  special  request  that  we  here  append  a  certified  copy  of 
his  personal  history  as  taken  from  one  of  his  own  records.  “My 
wife  and  I  were  horn  about  one  mile  apart.  1  was  born  in  Wayne 
County,  Ohio,  on  the  14th  day  of  May,  1822;  moved  with  my  par¬ 
ents  to  Medina  County,  Ohio,  when  about  seven  or  eight  years  of 
age,  and  when  about  twelve  or  thirteen  years  old  my  mother  died. 
My  father  then  sold  out  and  entered  land  in  Adams  County,  Indiana, 
where  he  soon  afterwards  (  1838)  settled,  and  I  lived  there  one 
year.  I  then  went  back  to  Medina  County  (1839)  where  I  had 
a  sister  living,  and  made  my  home  with  her  husband  and  with  his 
brother  until  I  was  married,  which  took  place  in  the  month  of 
February,  A.  D.,  February  11,  1841. 

I  then  rented  my  father-in-law’s  farm  for  three  years,  and  the 
next  year  after  my  time  was  up,  I  made  preparations  and  moved 
in  1848  to  Adams  County,  Indiana,  and  with  my  little  family  set¬ 
tled  on  40  acres  of  land  (in  the  woods),  which  my  father  gave  me 
in  section  31,  township  28,  where  we  resided  until  1855. 

I  then  bought  the  quarter  section  in  section  30,  where  we  lived 
until  1881  when  we  moved  to  Decatur,  Indiana,  where  we  lived 
until  the  death  of  my  dear  wife  Drusilla,  whose  death  occurred  on 
the  6th  day  of  March,  A.  D.,  1885. 

May  God  give  me  strength  to  bear  up.” 

“Decatur,  Indiana,  August  8th,  1886.” 


And  George  W.  Uuckey  died,  November  16,  1886. 
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Tlie  above  certificate  shows  the  personal  contribution  and  public  spirit  of  Andrew 
Luckey,  father-in-law  of  brusilla  Arnold.  lie  was  a  pioneer  citizen  wbo  came  into  Adams 
County,  Indiana,  at  an  early  day  and  finally  settled  in  Union  township  alongside  the 
old  Indian  trail  in  1S3S.  a  trail  whit  h  was  made  famous  by  (ini.  Anthony  Wayne,  “Mad 
Anthony,”  and  bis  3.6C0  nun  in  1793. 

This  trail  was  kept  up  1  y  the  military  forces  for  many  years  and  became  a  leading 
highway  for  travel  and  traffic.  In  1819  the  Government  forces  abandoned  it  and  the 
citizens  were  left  to  keep  if  up  as  be  <t  they  could.  There  was  no  stone  or  gravel  to  be 
had  for  such  purposes  and  the  road  at  times,  especially  in  the  Spring,  was  so  submerged 
in  water  and  mud  as  to  be  well  nigh  impassable. 

Tli.e  sturdy,  enterprising,  public  spirited  citizens,  living  along  the  way,  organized 
themselves  into  a  stock  company,  issued  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each  and  proceeded  to 
build  “The  I’iipia  I’lank  Hoad,”  which  reached  from  I'iipia,  Ohio,  to  Knit  Wayne,  Indiana. 
They  took  small  timbers  from  the  woods,  laid  them  lengthwise  as  girders,  spiked  planks 
about  tfiiei  indies  thick  thereupon  and  topped  the  whole  with  a  light  covering  of  earth. 
'I  his  made  an  excellent  road  for  many  years  and  nnteh  praise  is  due  those  early,  cour¬ 
ageous,  sa<  i  lin  ing  pioneers  who  subscribed  for  the  slock  and  came  forward  with  the  cash 
to  make  the  improvement  possible.  A  hundred  dollars  may  stem  hut  a  small  contribution 
to  us  now,  Inn  to  them  it  meant  many  days  and  years  of  bard  earnings.

It  now  becomes  us  to  give  to  our  readers  the  more  intricate, 
interesting  and  intense  combined  lifework  and  history  of  the 
Drusilla  Arnold-Luckey  family. 

This  must  of  necessity  be  a  long  chapter.  It  must  contain 
an  accurate  and  true  account  of  father  and  mother  Luckey  from 
the  time  of  their  marriage,  1841,  to  their  deaths,  1885  and  1886; 
tell  of  their  struggles  and  tears,  their  unpleasant  and  rather  un¬ 
wholesome  surroundings  in  the  early  pioneer  days  in  the  big  woods 
of  Indiana,  their  progressive  ideas,  their  labors  of  love,  primordial 
works  and  deeds  of  charity,  discipline  of  children,  impartation  of 
religious  instruction,  real  patriotism,  true  devotion  to  the  truth, 
constant  adherence  to  and  rigorous  enforcement  of  the  principles 
of  righteous  living,  and  in  addition  give  a  full  and  complete  record 
and  an  account  of  all  their  descendants  to  the  very  day  of  our  pub¬ 
lishment  in  1931. 

To  pen  such  an  extensive  history,  a  history  reaching  over  so 
long  a  period  of  time,  being  forty-five  years  from  their  marriage 
to  their  death  and  forty-five  years  more  since  their  going  away 
and  under  the  rule  and  record  of  their  many  descendants,  ninety 
years  in  all,  and  condensing  this  vast  history  into  so  small  a  space 
as  is  allotted  to  us  here,  and  yet  making  it  full,  reasonable  and  suit¬ 
able  to  all  as  the  work  of  the  whole  is  the  tremendous  and  im¬ 
mediate  duty  devolving  on  us  now. 

Ninety  years  is  a  very  long  period  of  history  to  give  in  one 
chapter,  one  brochure  or  book,  when  it  is  so  very  interesting, 
diversified  and.  extensive  in  its  scope  as  this  is,  and  we  do  feel  our 
weakness  and  plead  earnestly  for  the  help  of  the  eternal  forces  to 
enable  us  to  record  just  what  should  be  recorded,  say  nothing  that 
should  not  be  said,  and  tell  all  in  the  fear  of  God  ami  in  the  right 
spirit,  stressing  only  that  which  is  ol  the  utmost  significance  and  lor 
the  best  good  ol  all,  and  leaving  on  record  that  which  will  be  of 
most  advantage  to  the  Arnold-Luckey  descendants  who  shall  come 
this  way  after  us. 

If  we  can  only  get  you,  our  readers,  to  see  what  we  see; 
know  just  what  we  know;  feel  what  we  have  1  c  1 1  in  a  minor  way 
as  a  child  in  the  family  together  with  lather  and  mother  Luckey, 
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DRUSILLA  ARNOLD  AND  GEORGE  W.  LUCKEY 

then  we  shall  have  done  well  and  will  be  exceedingly  thankful  and 
more  than  paid  for  all  our  personal  and  individual  efforts. 

When  Drusilla  married  George  W.  Luckey,  she  induced  him 
to  remain  in  Sharon  Center,  share  her  father’s  home  and  work  the 
farm.  This  was  no  uncommon  thing  in  those  days  and  is  still  prac¬ 
ticed  by  some  in  the  present  day. 
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When  Drake  would  write  his  ode  to  the  American  Hag,  he  be¬ 
gan  by  saying:  “When  Freedom  from  her  mountain  height,  un¬ 
furled  her  standard  to  the  air,  she  tore  the  azure  robe  of  night, 
and  set  the  stars  of  glory  there.”  And  when  George  and  Drusilla 
were  free  and  ready  to  form  their  own  home,  as  all  newlyweds  are 
and  must  do,  they  chose  to  lease  the  old  home  place  ol  Samuel  and 
Elizabeth  and  uni url  their  new  and  homely  banner  there  and  set 
in  it  their  coming  stars  of  glory  too. 

It  was  during  the  years  1841-1846,  while  farming  the  old  home 
place,  that  there  were  born  unto  them  two  lovely  daughters  whom 
they  named  Mary  Elizabeth  and  Louisa  Isabel.  These  were  the 
first  stars  of  the  family  of  seven  children  of  which  their  family  was 
ultimately  composed.  During  these  years  on  the  Arnold  farm, 
they  had  prospered  above  their  Jamily  needs  anti  had  accumulated 
stock  and  grain,  were  the  possessors  of  many  farming  implements 
and  were  indeed  quite  happy. 

Hut  changes  ever  do  and  ever  will  come,  and  there  now  came 
unto  them  the  voice,  as  of  one  who  was  very  lonely  in  the  big  woods 
of  far  off  Indiana,  appealing  to  them  to  come  hither.  They 
recognized  it  as  one  of  their  very  dearest  friends,  George’s  own 
dear  lather  Andrew,  calling  them  in  love  and  loneliness,  seeing  he 
was  minus  of  a  wife  and  bosom  companion — his  son  George  having 
gone  east  and  the  mother  having  died  when  George  was  13  years 
old. 


They  were  much  moved.  Their  sympathy  ran  high.  George 
loved  his  father  dearly  and  the  voice  came  with  much  emphasis, 
promising,  as  it  did,  to  deed  them  a  goodly  portion  of  land  which 
he  had  entered  of  the  Government  and  which  lay  in  section  thirty- 
cine,  Union  township,  Indiana,  if  they  would  but  come  and  make 
their  home  on  it. 

They  at  once  resolved  to  go;  and  George  proceeded  to  make 
them  a  covered  wagon  in  which  to  make  the  journey  of  about  200 
miles,  while  Drusilla  busied  herself  in  making  suitable  clothing  for 
the  children.  They  sold  their  stock  and  grain,  farming  tools  and 
other  possessions,  save  one  team  and  a  good  milch  cow  which  they 
tied  to  the  back  end  of  the  wagon.  They  stored  the  wagon  with 
food  and  feed,  a  few  cooking  utensils,  small  farm  tools,  cutlery,  a 
skinner’s  knife  and  the  old  rifle.  Then  bidding  their  many  friends 
and  kin  in  Sharon  Center,  Ohio,  goodby,  with  the  old  and  faith¬ 
ful  dog  “Shcp,”  they  were  oil  lor  the  great  West  in  what*  they  all 
regarded  as  “great  style.” 
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Little  is  now  known  of  that  wonderful  journey  or  what  actually 
took  place  on  the  way,  but  it  is  authoritatively  stated  that  good  use 
was  made  of  the  gun  and  that  they  had  turkey  and  other  wild 
game  aplenty  and  when  this  was  supplemented  with  the  bread  and 
other  provisions  from  the  wagon  they  all  fared  well  if  not 
sumptuously.  The  little  children  were  made  very  comfortable,  be¬ 
ing  well  clad  and  safely  tucked  under  cover  in  the  bed  prepared  for 
them  in  the  wagon. 

All  went  well  with  them,  but  the  going  was  slow,  the  roads 
very  bad,  at  places  almost  impassable,  and  they  were  of  necessity 
compelled  of  evenings  to  stop  early  and  make  camp  for  the  night. 

It  was  a  known  fact  that  George  had  made  his  way  over  the 
same  road  on  bare  foot  going  east  in  but  four  days  time,  and  now 
they  were  on  the  way  for  seven  days  and  did  not  reach  their  destina¬ 
tion  until  the  eighth  day  was  fully  spent. 

The  day  had  been  fair  and  beautiful,  the  big  sun  was  sinking 
in  the  west  when  they  reached  the  “little  grey  home  of  Andrew 
in  the  west.”  It  is  said  that  his  eyes  sparkled  with  delight  that 
night  as  he  saw  them  approaching  his  woodland  home  in  Union 
township,  Adams  County,  Indiana,  in  their  covered  wagon.  And 
it  seems  almost  needless  to  add  that  he  received  them  joyfully  into 
his  house  and  with  bounding  heart  and  lovely  thanksgiving  to  Al¬ 
mighty  God,  deeded  to  them  the  portion  of  land  he  had  promised 
them  and  that  there  was  great  joy  in  that  home  and  in  all  hearts. 

But  there  was  something  else  which  was  just  as  touching  and 
impressive.  There  was  a  marked  degree  of  intensity— a  firm  and 
fixed  determination— an  unyielding  inflorescence  which  manifested 
itself  clearly  upon  the  countenances  of  George  and  Drusilla  as  they 
fully  realized  where  they  were  and  what  was  now  before  them  in 
the  big  woods,  with  practically  no  neighbors,  no  schools  or  stores, 
and  with  little  or  no  social  or  educational  advantages.  They  felt 
the  force  of  the  truth  that  they  were  shut  in  by  their  own  natural 
environments  which  were  of  the  most  primitive  and  unfavorable 
kind.  They  must  make  for  themselves  and  their  children  a  home 
and  a  family  name.  They  must  now  cut  their  own  way  out  of  the 
wilderness  of  wood  and  strive  for  the  higher,  richer  and  better 
things  of  life. 

It  must  be  said  that  George  knew  how  to  use  an  ax  and  saw 
above  that  of  most  any  other  man.  He  immediately  set  to  work 
to  clear  away  the  forests.  Day  after  day  he  could  be  seen  cutting 
the  timbers,  from  sun  to  sun,  and  each  day  he  devoted  to  cutting 
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firewood  he  would  cut,  split  and  rank  at  least  five  cord,  a  thing 
which  no  child  of  his  could  ever  do  in  twice  the  time.  Circumstances 
necessitated  and  fate  decreed  he  should  be,  not  only  a  hard  work¬ 
ing  manly  man,  but  a  teacher,  an  educator,  and  a  public  servant 
with  a  public  trust  such  as  County  Commissioner,  Civil  War  Veteran 
and  an  intelligent  Christian  gentleman. 


And  Drusilla  likewise  was  destined  to  be  a  very  womanly 
woman  who  was  highly  respected  and  indeed  loved  by  all  who  knew 
her.  She  was  always  cheerful  and  happy  and  never  expressed  a 
spirit  of  envy  or  discontent.  It  is  said  she  never  possessed  any. 
The  pathway  of  duty  was  to  her  the  real  way  of  sunshine  and  beau¬ 
ty,  and  this  kept  her  spirits  unruffled  and  she  calm,  sedate  and  kind 
under  the  severest  trials,  making  her  sinless,  pleasing,  charmingly 
beautiful,  graciously  happy  and  inherently  good.  No  one  could 
have  trusted  God  more  implicitly  or  grieved  Him  less. 

Her  every  hour  spent  with  her  husband  and  family,  whether 
it  be  in  her  father  or  father-in-law’s  house,  on  the  journey  west¬ 
ward  in  the  covered  wagon,  in  her  little  log  cabin  in  the  woods  or 


the  small  frame  farmhouse  in  the  clearing,  anywhere  and  every¬ 
where,  they  were  hours  rich  to  her  in  bright  and  glorious  rewards 
for  her  loving  conduct,  her  own  right  being  and  living,  and  her 
personal  faith  and  uprightness  of  life. 

Let  no  one  of  our  readers  think  (as  some  may  be  inclined  to 
do)  that  the  noble,  womanly,  Christian  characteristics  which  Drusilla 
Arnold  so  lovingly  and  patiently  exhibited  in  life  were  hers  by  birth 
or  inheritance,  for  they  were  not.  She  was  horn  even  as  we  all 
and  “shapen  in  iniquity.”  Such  attributes  of  personal  goodness 
are  never  born  with  the  individual  but  are  lovingly  acquired  in  life, 
nurtured,  cherished  and  enlarged  upon  as  the  days  go  by  and  the 
years  come  on.  These  all  came  to  our  mother  Drusilla  Arnold 
through  her  deep  love  for  the  right,  her  fervent  trust  in  God,  the 
individual  service  she  rendered  her  husband  and  family,  and  the  true 
spiritual  faith  and  devotion  she  personally  exercised  under  the  ad¬ 
verse  circumstances  with  which  she  was  surrounded,  together  with 
the  severe  trials  and  temptations  through  which  she  herself  was 
called  to  pass  in  those  pioneer  days  of  real  want,  deprivation  and 
human  sacrifice  which  always  establish  faith,  cause  these  heavenly 
graces  to  abound,  and  bring  to  the  individual  the  “far  more  exceed¬ 
ing  and  eternal  weight  of  glory.”  In  other  words,  they  all  came 
to  her  through  those  mental,  physical,  emotional  and  religious  forces 
and  habits  of  true  development  which  ever  have  and  ever  will  make 
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men  and  women  who  “Look  Up  and  Lift  Up”  become  good  and 
glorious;  make  the  fathers  fatherly  and  the  mothers  motherly  even 
until  they  become  very  much  like  God  himself. 

Those  early  and  varied  trials  of  father  and  mother  Luckey, 
in  the  wildwood  of  Indiana,  surrounded  by  howling  wolves  and 
growling  bears,  only  brought  them  the  more  closely  together  and 
served  them  well  in  uncovering  and  developing  the  richness  of  their 
own  individual  personalities  and  revealing  more  clearly  to  the  world 
their  immense  wealth  of  human  sympathy,  love,  faithful  endurance 
and  supreme  patience.  If  we  visualize  these  things  in  them  aright 
they  will  present  to  us  a  loveliness  of  character  together  with  a 
generosity  of  spirit,  unequaled  as  yet,  in  any  of  us  their  children 
or  descendants. 


It  was  here,  in  their  first  residential  place  in  Indiana,  that 
their  other  two  bright  and  winsome  daughters,  Lavina  and  Martha, 
were  born  unto  them.  Favored  thus  with  a  family  of  four  girls 
and  no  boy,  they  greatly  desired  a  son.  They  had  seen,  fondled 
and  even  pitied  a  little  neighbor-boy,  left  motherless,  and  they 
agreed  to  accept,  father  and  care  for  this  little  German  lad,  Samuel 
Workinger,  and  contracted  with  his  father  for  him  when  he  was 
but  six  years  of  age  and  could  not  speak  a  word  in  the  English. 
They  proceeded  to  bind  themselves  by  a  stiff  contract  of  agreement 
in  writing  to  rear,  care  for,  educate  and  treat  him  as  a  son,  just  so 
nearly  as  it  was  possible  for  them  to  do.  This  written  contract  of 
agreement  is  in  Father  Luckey’s  own  handwriting,  held  by  the 
family  treasurer  and  can  be  seen  to  this  day.  A  certified  copy  of 
it  appears  in  this  work  on  another  page  being  considered  by  us  as  a 
part  of  the  family  records.  The  contracted  son  Samuel  was  made 
as  one  of  the  family,  loved  by  them  all  and  treated  as  a  son  of  the 
family. 

Therefore,  it  was  only  natural  when  the  first  born  son  made  his 
appearance  into  the  family  on  Sunday,  February  1  1,  1855,  that  he 
should  bring  with  him  a  goodly  surprise  and  a  much-longed-for  and 
added  joy  to  the  whole  household.  In  the  midst  of  the  joy  and 
excitement  every  one  was  saying,  “What  shall  his  name  be?”  Of 
course,  he  must  bear  his  father’s  name,  George  Washington.  Hut 
what  about  the  grandfather,  and  should  he  not  bear  the  name  of 
him  also?  When  the  excitement  had  somewhat  subsided  they  had 
the  babe  named  George  Washington  Andrew  for  them  both. 

This  made  the  little  son’s  name  unduly  long  and  heavy  to  carry 
but  GEORGE  WASHINGTON  ANDREW  Luckey  has  carried 
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it  successfully  with  honor  and  distinction  for  seventy-six  full  years 
and  is  even  now  holding  it  high  with  much  nobleness  in  the  educa¬ 
tional  world  from  his  spacious  home  at  1439  R  Street,  Lincoln,  Ne¬ 
braska,  where  lie  may  be  addressed  at  any  time. 

Some  two  years  after  the  first  son  was  born  the  parents  had, 
by  hard  work,  economy  and  personal  self-sacrifice,  saved  enough 
money  to  purchase  a  quarter  section  of  woodland  nearby,  King  in 
section  thirty,  Union  township,  Indiana.  Here  they  builded  them  a 
log  house,  eighteen  by  twenty  feet  in  size,  for  their  temporary  oc¬ 
cupancy  until  they  could  build  a  larger  and  better  house.  It  was  in 
this  log  house  that  they  were  favored  with  another  son.  This  sec¬ 
ond  son  first  opened  his  eyes  to  them  on  Tuesday  morning  at  eleven 
o’clock,  October  6,  1857. 

This  child  was  also  destined  to  carry  a  long  and  heavy  name. 
The  parents  felt  they  should  not  show  partiality  in  this  and  besides 
this  son  should  represent  the  Arnolds— the  mother’s  side-just  as 
G.  W.  A.  represented  the  Luckey  side.  So  they  named  him  AR¬ 
NOLD.  They  were  devout  Christians,  members  of  the  United 
Brethren  church  and  they  ministerially  named  him  WILSON  for 
the  family  parson  whose  surname  was  Wilson,  and  finally  they 
chanced  on  the  name  Leonard,  which  meant  “brave  as  a  lion”  and 
they  prefixed  it  to  his  name,  making  it  LEONARD  WILSON  AR¬ 
NOLD  Luckey.  This  was  not  quite  so  long  or  heavy  as  the  name  of 
their  first  born  son,  being  three  letters  shorter  but  was  surely  heavy 
enough  to  swamp  most  any  child  or  son.  But  Leonard  has  carried 
the  name  for  seventy-four  years  with  reverential  distinction  and 
theological  grace  as  author  of  many  books  which  have  found  their 
way  into  all  lands  and  the  chief  libraries  of  the  world,  and  is  still 
holding  fast  the  traditions  of  the  Fathers  and  lifting  high  the  faith 
and  instruction  of  his  mother  Drusilla  from  pulpit  and  rostrum  and 
the  point  of  his  pen  from  his  residential  place  at  43  West  84th 
street,  New  York  City,  New  York. 

These  two  brothers,  George  and  Leonard,  are  the  only  surviv¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Drusilla  Arnold  children.  The  others  are  “UP” 
and  “Over  there.”  The  pathway  to  glory—  the  greatest  glory— 
lies  to  the  faithful,  through  the  grave. 

In  a  very  few  years  after  the  second  son  was  born  to  the  par¬ 
ents  they  had  builded  them  a  little  frame  house  in  the  clearing.  It 
stood  about  three  hundred  feet  cast  of  the  log  house  and  they  moved 
into  it,  and  it  was  here  that  a  third  son  was  born  unto  them,  Novem¬ 
ber  14,  1862.  Me  was  a  very  promising  child  and  they  named  him 
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WILKERSON  for  the  minister  of  the  U.  B.  Church.  But  soon 
there  was  a  change  of  pastors  and  the  incoming  minister  was  well 
liked  and  they  named  the  child  THOMAS  for  him,  as  the  minister’s 
surname  was  Thomas.  It  was  not  long  after  this  that  they  thought 
of  James  M.  Luckey,  the  child’s  Uncle,  who  was  born  in  Wayne 
County,  O.,  in  April,  1824,  graduated  from  the  college  of  Cincin¬ 
nati,  O.,  August  19,1844,  and  volunteered  his  services  to  the  U.  S. 
in  May,  1845,  was  made  Captain  in  the  Mexican  War  in  1846, 
suffered  a  sunstroke  and  died  on  the  field,  July  27,  1846.  In  honor 
of  him  they  prefixed  the  name  JAMES  to  the  babe’s  name,  making 
it  JAMES  THOMAS  WILKERSON. 

When  about  five  months  had  elapsed  after  the  death  of  James 
M.  Luckey,  his  brother,  George  W.  Luckey,  furnished  a  proper 
bond  of  One-hundred-and-eighty  dollars,  with  Benjamin  Middleton, 
his  brother-in-law,  as  security  and  was  made  administrator  of  the 
estate,  being  appointed  by  the  Probate  Court  of  Adams  County,  In¬ 
diana,  January  1,  1847,  Samuel  L.  Rugg,  Clerk  of  probate.  This 
original  document  has  been  held  by  the  writer  together  with  a 
billhook  all  these  years  and  is  now  being  turned  over  to  the  Ar- 
nold-Luckey  family  treasurer  for  future  keeping  and  use.  The  pro¬ 
bate  records  of  Adams  Co.  show  that  a  true  inventory  and  report 
were  made  by  George  W.  Luckey  with  William  Trout  and  James 
B.  Brown,  two  freeholders  and  citizens,  on  August  6,  1847,  and 
the  final  report  with  perfect  rendition  of  settlement  was  made  in 
open  court  on  February  16,  1848. 

The  prefixing  of  the  name  JAMES  to  the  third  son’s  name 
made  the  full  name  long  and  heavy,  being  one  letter  more  than  his 
brother  Leonard  and  but  two  less  than  that  of  his  brother  George. 
But  this  son,  JAMES  THOMAS  WILKERSON  Luckey,  carried 
the  name  with  reverent  distinction  and  would,  no  doubt,  be  carrying 
it  to  greater  heights  still  were  it  not  that  he  met  with  an  untimely 
death  by  automobile  accident  near  his  own  home  in  Marion,  Indiana, 
Oct.  21,  1929,  while  in  the  best  of  health  and  at  the  age  of  but  67 
years. 

The  third  son  and  last  child  was  not  born  unto  Drusilla  until 
the  great  civil  war  was  in  full  progress.  Fort  Sumter  having  been 
fired  upon  by  the  rebels  in  1861,  the  War  was  fully  on  and  Indiana 
was  threatened  and  a  call  went  out  from  Governor  Morton  for  vol¬ 
unteers  and  father  George  W.  Luckey  was  one  of  the  first  to  volun¬ 
teer  his  services.  Lie  was  mustered  in  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in 
Company  E,  regiment  107,  and  being  honorably  discharged  with  the 
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rest  of  the  company,  he  was  shortly  thereafter  drafted  into  service 
hut  discharged  at  Wahash,  Indiana,  for  a  physical  disability  he  had 
at  the  time,  and  was  redrafted  into  service  at  a  later  date  near  the 
close  of  the  rebellion.  He  had  now  come  to  look  upon  the  war  in  a 
different  light.  He  thought  it  was  best  for  those  who  owned  farms, 
were  the  producers  of  foods,  had  large  families  dependent  upon 
them,  not  to  go  to  war  if  it  could  reasonably  and  honorably  other¬ 
wise  be  arranged.  He  now  sought  a  substitute  to  go  in  his  place. 
He  was  successful  in  getting  one  in  the  person  of  Elijah  Walters, 
but  somehow  when  the  time  came  to  go  the  substitute  failed  him 
and  he  was  obliged  to  go  himself. 

Let  no  one  fancy  that  father  Luckey  lacked  courage  or^  a  real 
love  of  country  or  interest  in  the  Union  Cause,  for  he  did  not.  The 
truth  was  he  was  the  provider  for  the  household  and  was  under  first 
obligation  to  his  wife  and  children  and  he  did  not  want  to  leave  them 
to  shift  for  themselves  if  it  could  reasonably  be  avoided.  He  loved 
his  family  greatly,  as  every  good  father  should,  and  would  stay  with 
them  and  care  for  them  if  he  could  consistently  do  so.  We  have 
many  of  his  letters  written  during  the  sad  and  fearful  days  and 
years  of  the  war,  now  in  our  possession,  which  show  his  tender  love 
for,  and  fatherly  pride  in  his  children,  his  devotion  to  his  wife  and 
his  unquestionable  and  deeper  feelings  of  true  and  abounding  pa¬ 
triotism.  We  wish  we  could  print  them  for  our  readers  but  space 
will  not  permit.  In  one  letter,  date  of  1863,  he  says,  “We  have 
named  our  babe  Wilkerson.  Our  second  son,  Arnold,  is  five  years 
old  and  can  read  and  write.  George,  our  eldest  son,  can  beat  me 
spelling  and  is  good  in  arithmetic.  Martha,  our  youngest  daughter, 
is  coming  13  and  has  a  fine  memory,  being  able  to  commit  to  memory 
a  chapter  of  fifty  verses  in  an  hour.  When  she  was  ten  she  com¬ 
mitted  and  repeated  aloud  five-thousand-seventy-two  verses  of 
Scripture  in  the  U.  B.  Sunday  School  and  won  the  first  prize,  a  fine 
new  Bible.  She  got  1,500  verses  more  than  any  scholar.” 


In  another  letter  about  the  same  date  he  says,  “We  are  getting 
along  very  well  so  far  as  this  world’s  goods  are  concerned;  plenty 
to  cat  and  plenty  to  wear  and  have  everything  around  us  to  make 
for  our  comfort. 

“I  was  down  to  Fort  Wayne  this  week  and  put  three  hundred 
dollars  in  the  bank  there  and  1  have  two  hundred  bushels  of  wheat 
to  sell  yet  and  it  sells  for  One-dollar-and-thirty-five  cents  per  bushel. 

“Our  county  sent  five  hundred  volunteers  to  the  army  and  the 
county  pays  each  volunteer  a  bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  to 
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each  volunteer’s  wife  a  bounty  of  live  dollars  per  month,  and 
to  each  child  under  lourteen  years  ol  age,  one  dollar  per  month;  so 
you  see  our  taxes  arc  very  high;  but  money  is  plenty  and  people  have 
no  trouble  in  paying  their  taxes  and  debts.  We  are  afraid  to  keep 
much  money  around  us  here,  for  we  do  not  know  what  will  take 
place  or  just  how  long  the  war  will  last  before  the  rebellion  is  put 
down.” 

All  the  letters  of  Father  Luckey  show  that  he  was  brave,  cool- 
headed  and  fearless,  but  he  had  a  very  big  heart  and  it  was  full  and 
running  over  with  love  for  his  wife,  Drusilla,  and  the  children,  and 
he  felt  keenly  the  need  for  them  and  the  obligation  he  was  under  to 
care  tor  them  and  provide  for  their  wants  and  especially  the  school¬ 
ing  of  his  children  and  these  things  made  him  appear  reluctant  to  go 
to  war  and  leave  them  alone,  and  this  made  it  much  harder  for  his 
children  and  wife  to  see  him  go. 

I  think  that  no  member  of  the  George  W.  Luckcy  family  can 
ever  forget  that  sad  day  and  parting  scene.  The  writer  of  this  ar¬ 
ticle  was  a  lad  of  but  six  years,  but  the  event  is  as  clear  and  vivid 
to  him  now  as  the  day  it  was  enacted  though  nearly  seventy  years 
have  passed  since  that  time. 

It  was  in  the  Fall  of  the  year  when  father  Luckey  was  drafted 
for  the  second  time,  and  the  corn  was  being  shucked  in  the  field  and 
garnered  into  the  crib.  Soon,  very  soon,  he  must  leave  for  the  field 
of  activity  where  the  battles  raged  furiously  and  General  Lee  was 
fast  approaching  the  seat  of  Government  at  Washington.  The  family 
interest  was  intense  and  human  feelings  ran  high,  bordering  on  ex¬ 
citement  leading  to  despair.  BUT  HE  MUST  GO  ! 

The  day  when  he  left  was  dark  and  somber,  and  as  he  stood 
up  before  us  all,  after  the  morning  prayers  were  said,  to  bid  us  the 
parting  adieu,  he  looked  very  sad  but  brave  and  strong.  His  hair 
was  long,  rather  dark  and  had  been  cut  with  the  shears  in  a  straight 
line  around  the  neck,  the  way  in  which  men  cut  and  wore  the  hair  in 
those  days.  His  face  was  red  and  sunburned,  but  it  was  nicely  cov¬ 
ered  over  with  a  thick  beard  and  mustache  of  light  brown  color  and 
of  unusual  length.  He  stood  fully  six  feet  tall;  erect  as  an  arrow; 
his  heart  was  brave  but  the  tears  glistened  in  his  keen  greyish-blue 
eyes  as  he  bid  us,  his  children,  and  then  his  faithful  and  loving  wife, 
Drusilla,  a  last  goodbye  and  was  off  to  bis  country’s  call  in  obedient 
and  loving  service. 

I  really  think  that  this  was  the  saddest  day  of  our  whole  family 
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life,  and  I  am  sure  it  was  one  of  the  greatest  trials  of  our  dear 
mother  Drusilla  Arnold’s  life.  Everything  now  devolved  and  rested 
completely  on  her.  And  oh!  how  very  remarkably  did  she  gather 
her  family  the  more  closely  around  her  and  tell  them  of  the  base¬ 
ness  and  cruelty  of  war,  but  at  the  same  time  stressed  the  necessity 
of  preserving  the  home  and  saving  the  Union;  and  then,  as  always 
had  been  the  custom,  she  read  a  chapter  from1  the  New  Testament 
Scriptures  and  offered  prayer  to  her  God. 

And  we  children,  too,  had  been  taught  to  pray.  We  all  felt 
the  necessity  and  knew  the  value  of  fervent  prayer,  and  so  we 
prayed.  We  all  prayed  audibly  each  day,  “Oh,  Father,  do  keep 
father  from  serious  harm.  Keep  him  in  good  health  and  spirits 
and  return  him  to  us  again  soon,  alive  and  well.” 

I  do  not  know  why  these  things  and  these  scenes  are  so  clear 
and  vivid  to  me  now  after  so  very  many  years  have  gone  by.  This 
is  truly  a  marvel  to  me.  Oh,  how  clearly  do  I  see  the  scene  as  it 
was  enacted  almost  seventy  years  ago!  How  very  impressive  the 
many  surroundings!  There  was  the  large  kitchen  and  dining-room 
with  its  buttery  and  pantry  on  the  north,  the  spacious  living-room 
on  the  south  with  the  big  fireplace  to  the  east  and  two  large  bed¬ 
rooms  on  the  west.  In  one  of  these  the  preachers  and  special  guests 
slept  and  in  the  other  father  and  mother  slept,  while  underneath 
their  bed  was  the  little  trundle-bed  where  the  babe  and  I  slept,  and  at 
the  foot  of  the  big  bed  was  another  small  bed  where  George  and  lit¬ 
tle  Samuel  slept.  The  girls  all  slept  then  in  the  two  big  rooms  up¬ 
stairs. 

Everything  seemed  so  very  queer  and  strange  to  us  after  father 
went  to  war.  There  was  a  bleak,  hushed  silence  all  through  the 
house  and  a  feeling  which  can  not  be  described. 

As  the  days  wore  on  and  weeks  went  by  they  seemed  ages  to  us. 
But  all  the  while  we  did  not  forget  to  pray.  At  morning,  noon  and 
night,  the  family  prayer  recorded  above  lor  God  to  keep  father 
alive  and  well  and  return  him  safely  to  us  again  was  said.  And  oh, 
how  earnestly  did  we.  all  pray!  And  how  well  do  I  remember  the 
scene  which  took  place  on  a  certain  day  when  Louisa  was  in  the  pan¬ 
try  skimming  milk,  Lavina  was  in  the  kitchen  baking  bread  in  the 
kitchen  stove,  Samuel  (our  bound  brother)  was  at  the  barn  looking 
after  the  stock,  brother  George  was  playing  with  a  little  ball  of  red 
yarn  which  he  had  been  bouncing  on  the  kitchen  floor  and  1  sat  near¬ 
by  on  the  same  lloor  making  paper  bullets  (wads)  for  my  elder 
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popgun  winch  father  had  made  me,  and  sister  Martha  and  Mother 
were  knitting  socks.  Suddenly,  without  warning,  and  no  sound  of 
steps,  there  came  a  heavy,  almost  fierce  rap  on  the  east  door  of  the 
kitchen.  Mother  dropped  her  knitting  and  arose.  Her  face  Hushed, 
but  she  was  brave.  She  immediately  opened  the  door  which  was 
seldom  locked.  And  there  stood  before  her  a  big  man,  a  perfect 
stranger!  Iiis  face  was  harsh  yet  pale  and  wan  and  he  looked  very 
tired  and  hungry.  His  hat  was  held  in  his  left  hand.  He  was 
smoothly  shaven  and  his  hair  was  clipped  close  to  his  head.  He 
stood  somewhat  bent  but  appeared  to  be  large  and  tall.  Not  a 
word  was  spoken.  Mother  stood  speechless.  The  silence  was  in¬ 
tense.  It  reigned  complete.  It  was  supreme  over  all  and  we  all 
were  paralyzed  into  speechlessness.  Mother  still  looked  on  him  in¬ 
tently,  and  then  her  head  drooped  as  if  in  deep  humility  and  sym¬ 
pathy,  and  the  tears  came  freely  to  her  eyes  and  dropped  readily 
upon  the  kitchen  floor.  It  was  then  that  that  big  man  stepped  right 
up  into  our  kitchen,  took  our  mother  in  his  arms  and  was  heard  to 
say:  “There,  mother,  don’t  cry,  please  don’t  cry!’’  Instantly,  like 
a  flash  of  vivid  lightning,  every  member  of  the  family  was  on  foot, 
and  seized  that  stranger  as  wild  beasts  do  their  prey  or  wild 
persons  do  their  victim.  They  had  recognized  the  voice  which  said, 
“THERE,  MOTHER,  DON’T  CRY,”  as  that  of  their  own  dear 
father  whom  God  had  returned  unto  them  alive  and  well.  They 
were  so  hilarious  with  joy  that  they  seized  him  by  the  hands,  the 
legs,  the  coat,  or  any  other  place  or  hold  they  could  get  and  danced 
for  joy.  But  the  dear  wife  and  mother  who  had  carried  the  greater 
burden  upon  her  mind,  soul  and  body,  was  so  overjoyed  at  God 
having  answered  her  prayer  in  her  own  desired  way  that  she 
swooned  away  on  his  breast  until  the  syncope  was  past  and  she  was 
her  normal  self  again.  The  Civil  War  was  ended.  The  warriors 
returned  to  their  homes  and  the  country  had  peace.  Only  the  glad¬ 
ness  and  sadness  of  the  record  remaineth. 

Mary  Elizabeth  was  the  eldest  child  of  the  family  and  the  only 
one  not  in  the  home  at  the  time  to  witness  the  sad  scene  with  its  joy¬ 
ous  ending.  She  had  married  herself  to  Philip  B.  Kern,  Oct.  19, 
185  8,  before  the  war  began  and  occupied  a  home  of  her  own  near- 
bv  with  her  children,  Koretta  Catharine,  and  Drusilla  Isabel. 

Eouisa  Isabel,  second  daughter  of  the  Arnold-Luckey  family, 
now  met  and  admired  a  soldier  who  had  gone  through  the  fiercest 
of  battles  for  the  Union  Cause,  John  Brock  by  name,  whom  she  took 
unto  herself  for  a  husband  on  July  4,  1865.  This  was  the  day  des- 
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tined  to  be  known  forever  by  us  as  “Independence  Day,”  and  the 
day  on  which  her  wedding  took  place.  It  surely  was  a  gala  day  and 
one  in  which  the  writer,  a  lad  of  seven  years,  was  so  overcharged 
with  joy  and  gaiety  that  he  climbed  the  gate-post  at  the  entrance  to 
the  home,  fell  off  and  broke  his  collar-bone,  necessitating  the  call 
of  the  family  physician  to  set  it. 

A  little  over  two  years  having  passed  and  Lavina,  the  third 
child  of  the  family,  found  a  lover,  George  B.  Cline,  a  Union  soldier 
who  had  given  valiant  service  to  the  Cause,  lived  nearby  and  proved 
his  worth  in  working  for  the  family  on  the  farm,  and  she  joined 
hands  with  him  in  wedlock  on  September  1,  1867.  He  is  still  living 
to  hear  the  glad  news  and  record;  is  in  good  health  and  spirits, 
above  the  age  of  89,  the  oldest  living  member  of  the  Arnold-Luckcy 
family. 

Martha  Drusilla,  the  fourth  child  of  the  family,  soon  took  unto 
herself  in  Holy  Matrimony  a  neighbor’s  son,  John  Paul  Spuller, 
and  the  wedding  was  celebrated  March  18,  1875,  the  last  in  the  old 
home  on  the  farm,  and  all  the  daughters  were  husbanded. 


Through  the  kindness  of  the  sons  and  the  courtesy  of 
the  management  of  the  Decatur  Daily  Democrat  we  pen  the 
following  historical  record  pertaining  to  John  Brock:  “John 

Brock,  husband  of  Louisa  Isabel,  daughter  of  Drusilla 
Arnold,  and  who  was  born  in  Meisenheim,  Bavaria,  Germany,  Jan¬ 
uary  29,  1833,  was  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Kathrync  (Swartz) 
Brock.  His  mother  died  shortly  after  his  birth.  On  February  3, 
1834,  he  was  baptized  in  the  Congregational  church  in  Meisenheim, 
and  came  as  the  babe  of  the  ship  with  his  father  and  the  other  four 
children  to  America.  He  was  cradled  on  the  way  in  a  hammock 
which  swung  in  the  ship  during  the  six  months’  voyage  across  the 
ocean.  While  on  the  way  he  was  fed  with  goat’s  milk  from  a  milch- 
goat  which  had  been  provided  for  the  purpose. 

They  settled  in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  where  the  child,  John, 
grew  to  full  manhood,  his  father  having  died  in  1835. 

At  the  time  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  he  was  living 
in  Charlestown,  South  Carolina,  saw  the  drilling  of  the  Southerners 
for  the  war  and  witnessed  their  firing  on  Fort  Sumter.  His  sym¬ 
pathies  were  with  the  Union  forces,  and  coming  north  to  visit  his 
brother,  Charles,  in  Adams  County,  he  enlisted  in  Company  C,  47th 
regiment,  being  mustered  into  a  three  years’  service  on  October  10, 
1861. 
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H  c  served  faithfully  and  well  during  the  entire  three  years, 
under  command  of  General  Buell,  and  saw  extremely  active  service 
in  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Tennessee,  Mississippi  and  Arkansas;  was 
in  the  siege  of  Vicksburg  under  General  Grant  and  in  the  ever 
memorable  battle  of  May,  1863,  when  over  half  of  his  comrades 
were  killed;  he  being  spared  and  left  unwounded,  pursued  the  ene¬ 
my  and  assisted  General  Banks’  army  in  Louisiana  at  Alexandria. 
Me  died  on  ‘Memorial  Day,’  May  30,  1915.” 


The  only  member  of  the  Drusilla  Arnold-Luckey  family  now 
living  who  saw  active  service  in  the  Civil  War  was  George  B.  Cline. 
We  pen  the  following  as  his  military  record: 


“George  B.  Cline  was  drafted  and  mustered  into  service  at 
Wabash,  Indiana,  February  23,  1865,  and  placed  in  Company  C, 
47th  regiment,  under  Colonel  Slack’s  command  but  was  shortly  pro¬ 
moted  under  McLaughlin  as  Colonel,  Ira  Blossom  being  Captain. 
He  served  with  the  Western  land  forces  as  a  private  to  the  end  of 
the  war;  took  part  in  the  battles  of  Champion  Hill  and  Fort  Blake¬ 
ley;  was  mustered  out  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  October  23, 
1865,  and  was  never  away  from  the  Co.  during  his  eight  months’ 
service.” 


When  father  and  mother  Luckey  had  reached  the  age  of  about 
sixty  they  felt  that  they  should  retire  from  the  farm,  and  they  pur¬ 
chased  the  Shafer  property  on  west  Monroe  street  in  Decatur,  In¬ 
diana,  and  moved  (in  1881)  into  it  and  lived  there.  Their  stay 
was  of  short  duration  for  on  March  6,  1885,  God  saw  fit  to  take 
Drusilla  to  himself  and  father  Luckey  lamented  her  going  so  very 
much  that  he  never  smiled  again  and  was  also  gathered  with  her 
unto  the  fathers,  November  16,  1886. 


And  as  I  pen  these  lines  to  you,  dear  reader,  I  think  I  can  see 
their  waiting  anxious  souls  as  redeemed  spirits  at  the  gateway  of 
life  watching  for  our  return  home.  Some  day  all  those  “bottled 
tears”  will  be  opened  when  those  spiritual  eyes  behold  us  their  chil¬ 
dren,  who  have  been  as  little  strangers  for  so  long  a  time,  wending 
our  feet  along  the  “narrow  way”  in  answer  to  their  tears  and 
prayers  of  long  ago,  and  as  little  warriors  for  the  rights  of  truth  and 
righteousness  come  home  alive,  in  perfect  health  and  forever  well. 
Oh,  do  not  smile  in  derision  at  the  truth  of  this  and  its  exalted  sim¬ 
plicity!  Believe  it  anti  comprehend  it  if  you  can,  but  if  you  can  not 
fully  understand  it,  accept  it  in  faith.  Do  not  think  us  silly;  that 
“too  much  learning  hath  made  us  mad,”  foolish  and  emotional,  for 
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when  we  all  get  there  we  will  rejoice  with  exceeding  great  joy  and 
call  it  HEAVEN. 


Let  us  not  boast  ourselves  of  ourselves  and  pride  ourselves  on 
our  own  knowledge  and  superior  learning,  and  exalt  our  individual 
literary  and  social  standing  above  that  of  our  dear  parents:  but  re¬ 
membering  our  own  personal  weaknesses  and  the  unequal  advan¬ 
tages  which  were  theirs,  let  us  covet  more  fully  and  explicitly  their 
humility,  their  true  and  deep  sincerity,  their  pure  and  simple  faith 
and  childlike  trust  in  Almighty  God,  and  that  superhuman  goodness 
which  made  them  as  far  above  us,  their  children  and  descendants, 
as  day  is  above  night,  and  gave  them  those  spiritual  and  heavenly 
graces  which  are  so  greatly  admired  and  fondly  cherished  by  us  all. 
Listen  to  me  now  as  I  speak  that  I  do  know,  there  was  never  a  soul 
in  Drusilla  Arnold’s  day,  who  ever  came  in  contact  with  her  in  the 
body,  or  touched  but  the  hem  of  her  life’s  garment,  that  was  not 
made  to  feel  her  loveliness  and  know  somewhat  of  the  divine  fulness 
of  that  honest,  motherly,  homely  and  spiritual  life  and  rendered  the 
richer  and  more  noble  thereby  in  his  or  her  individual  life. 


Drusilla  Arnold  had  lived  and  prayed  earnestly  and  faithfully 
for  the  greater,  better  and  more  lovely  things  of  life  until  she  ac¬ 
tually  had  them  and  realized  them  in  the  person  of  her  own  dear 
self.  Then  as  the  years  and  she  advanced,  she  was  privileged, 
through  her  prayers  and  labors  of  love,  to  see  them  being  mani¬ 
fested  to  a  certain  degree  in  all  her  children,  and  through  her  own 
personal  instruction,  influence  and  perfection  of  living  saw  these 
children  grow  up  in  the  faith  of  her  Lord,  “being  renewed  in  the 
spirit  of  their  minds”  and  this  brought  unto  her  renewed  strength 
•  and  wholesome  added  joy. 


In  view  of  all  this,  we  can  but  ask  that  all  her  descendants  live 
as  she  lived.  Live  the  simple  life  of  consecrated  faith  and  hope  and 
love;  the  life  of  true  devotion  to  Christ;  constant  and  continued  self- 
sacrifice  and  personal  service,  that  all  hers  may  die  with  her  “in  the 

Lord,”  have  the  “death  of  the  righteous  and  the  translation  of  the

just. 


Let  us,  her  descendants  covenant,  to  so  live  that  the  real  force 
and  beauty  of  our  family  motto:  “Mill I  GLORIA  CESSUM” 
shall  lose  none  of  its  power  and  glow  of  brilliancy  until  it  is  carried 
by  the  very  last  member  of  the  family  and  planted  with  grace  in  the 
eternal  City  <>l  the  New  Jerusalem,  that  “1  leavenly  City”  wherein 
(iod  1  limsell  dwelleth  with  his  beloved.

It  was  upon  the  death  of  grandmother  Elizabeth  Arnold,  in 
1879,  that  Drusilla  and  her  husband  commissioned  their  son 
Leonard,  giving  him  power  of  attorney  and  bestowing  on  him  the 
right  to  dispose  of  all  their  interests  in  the  farm  and  old  homestead 
at  Sharon  Center,  Ohio.  Their  interests  were  now  large  for  they 
and  Sarah  Ann  Bramley  and  husband  had  purchased  the  shares 
which  rightfully  belonged  to  the  other  heirs  and  owned  most  all 
the  farm. 

It  was  in  the  Spring  of  1880,  over  fifty  years  ago,  that  Leonard 
went  to  Sharon  and  disposed  of  the  parents’  interests  in  the  farm 
to  Matthew  Bramley  and  wife,  who  then  lived  on  the  farm. 

The  son  was  mindful  of  his  mother  and,  thinking  how  she 
would  like  some  little  mementos  from  the  old  home  place,  he 
plucked  up  some  fifty  or  more  seedling  pines  from  the  woods  on  the 
old  Arnold  farm  and  carried  them  with  him  back  to  his  mother, 
Drusilla,  in  Indiana. 

The  mother  was  greatly  pleased  and  expressed  her  delight  to 
all  the  members  of  the  family.  She  planted  the  little  yearling  pines 
in  the  yard  at  her  residential  place  on  the  farm  in  Indiana  where 
they  grew  until  her  death  in  1885.  Shortly  thereafter  (1887)  two 
of  these  little  pines  were  lifted  by  loving  hands  and  planted  beside 
her  grave  in  the  Salem  Cemetery  near  by,  where  they  have  nourish¬ 
ed  and  grown  exuberantly  for  forty-five  years  and  are  now  great 
massive  pines  through  whose  branches  the  winds  sigh  and  sing  in 
loving  remembrance  of  her,  the  touching  and  ever-increasing 
requiem  written  by  her  son,  the  lines  of  which  appear  after  the 
illustration  of  the  grave  and  tomb. 

Father  and  mother  Luckey,  on  coming  to  Indiana  in  1845, 
settled  in  Union  township  and  with  their  family  united  with  the 
United  Brethren  Church  and  worshiped  at  Union  Chapel  until  the 
close  of  the  Civil  War.  The  U.  B.  Church  then  issued  orders 
against  Secret  Societies,  and  father  Luckey  being  a  Free  Mason, 
they  withdrew  from  the  church  and  joined  the  Evangelical  (Al¬ 
bright)  church  about  a  mile  south  of  the  home  and  worshiped 
there  until  they  moved  into  Decatur  in  1881.  They  were  work¬ 
ers  and  worshipers  in  the  Evangelical  Church  at  Decatur  until  their 
death.  The  church  building  being  small,  and  they  so  well  and 
favorably  known,  the  funeral,  for  convenience  sake,  was  conducted 
from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  acting  pastors  of  that 
church  officiating.

The  photographic  illustration  on  the  preceding  page  is  an  ex¬ 
act  representation  of  the  Arnold-Luckey  grave,  taken  at  a  distance, 
to  show  the  two  pine  trees  as  they  are  at  the  present  time.  We  are 
pleased  to  show  the  pines  in  their  entirety  and  to  give  here  the  cheery 
lines  of  the  memorial  requiem  which  are  to  be  followed  by  the  special 
handiwork  of  the  monument,  so  drawn  as  to  show  the  beauty  of 
design  and  detailwork,  together  with  the  full  face  inscription  thereon.

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THOUGHTFUL  MEDITATIONS 


Of  a  truth,  religion  is  as  religion  does.  A  goodly  heart  will 
manifest  itself  in  an  upright  life,  Godliness  is  Godlikeness  in 
human  living.  Church  or  denominationalism  has  very  little  to  do 
with  religion.  God  dwells  in  the  heart  that  is  meek  and  lowly  and 
the  spirit  of  the  contrite  He  will  not  despise.  He  is  not  to  be  found 
in  the  proud  or  those  who  build  immense  castles  in  the  air,  hut  He 
is  seen  in  the  manger  of  the  oxstall,  the  log  hut  in  the  wilderness 
and  in  the  dense  darkness  of  the  wildwood,  where  his  children 
dwell  among  the  beasts  of  the  forest  seeking  their  prey  by  night. 

No  place  under  the  sun  is  so  lowly  or  obscure  but  that, 
wherever  a  human  soul  dwelleth  and  longeth  lor  God,  there  1  Ie 
is;  and  1 1  is  presence  is  clearly  shown  by  the  words  of  the  lips,  the 
smile  of  the  countenance,  and  His  glory  is  revealed  by  the  work 
of  the  hands  and  activities  of  life. 

It  is  a  truth,  worthy  of  acceptance  and  meditation,  that  God  is 
wont  to  withdraw  ephemeral  favors  from  his  children  for  the  more 
lasting  benefits  and  exalted  blessings  of  life:  that  I  Ie  is  more  pleased 
to  manifest  himself  through  personal  trials  and  adverse  circum¬ 
stances,  even  those  of  death  and  the  grave,  than  through  our 
frolickings,  feastings  anci  dancings.  He  is  pleased  to  speak  to  us 
all  through  the  hush  of  death,  the  silent  grave,  the  broken  family 
tie,  the  departure  of  a  noble  soul — the  mother  and  father — in  a 
way  that  is  impossible  in  places  of  personal  and  public  amusements 
or  amidst  our  laughters  anti  worldly  songs  of  delight. 

Our  tears  are  human  but  may  he  Godly.  They  are  often 
spiritual  binoculars  to  aid  us  in  beholding  with  the  soul-eyes  that 
which  can  not  he  seen  with  the  natural  eyes  and  thus  bring  us,  in 
spirit,  face  to  face  with  our  God.  The  unforbidden  teardrop  that 
is  drawn  from  the  human  heart  through  the  natural  sequences  of 
life  is  the  spiritual  telescope  through  which  we  are  enabled  to  see 
God  in  Christ  Jesus  as  our  Redeemer  and  Savior.  Through  it  we 
are  permitted  to  view  heaven  and  worship  God  in  the  “Beauty  of 
Holiness.” 

Our  Mother  and  Father  are  gone.  As  is  inscribed  on  the 
tomb,  “Gone  Home,”  hut  their  dust  remaineth !  1  he  sweet  benign 

influence  of  their  noble  lives,  lives  right  on  and  can  never  die.  These 
shall  ever  abide  to  inspire  all  those  who  shall  come  this  way  after 
them  to  live  consecrated  lives,  look  up,  lilt  up  and  be  eternally  up. 

Truly,  I  he  record  rcmainclh  forever! 
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OUR  HIGHER  THOUGHTS 


Personal  consciousness  of  God  is  the  stabilizing  element  of  hu¬ 
man  life.  There  must  be  something  wrong,  abnormally  wrong, 
with  any  member  of  the  Drusilla  Arnold-Luckey  family  who  does 
not  have  the  conscious  knowledge  of  God.  The  children  were  all 
brought  up  by  pious  parents,  catechised  fully  in  the  Word  of  God 
and  assumed,  as  we  think  rightly,  the  name  Christian.  But  to  as¬ 
sume  the  name  and  not  have  the  conscious  and  experimental  knowl¬ 
edge  and  be  a  part  of  the  body  of  Christ,  “the  temple  of  the  living 
God”  (II.  Cor.  VI.  16),  is  to  put  on  that  which  we  do  not  have. 

The  life  should,  it  must  correspond  to  the  name  assumed.  The 
real  dollar  should  carry  a  value  equal  to  its  face  value,  and  those 
taking  upon  them  the  name  Christian  must  meet  the  obligations  the 
name  involves.  Each  member  of  the  family  should  vindicate  his 
right  to  the  name,  by  his  purity  of  heart  and  nobility  of  life  equal 
to  or  beyond  that  of  Drusilla  Arnold. 

A  perfect  example  is  set  before  us;  know  we  not  that  Jesus 
Christ  our  exemplar,  who  was  represented  to  be,  “God  manifest  in 
the  flesh”  (I  Tim.  III.  16),  was  so  perfectly  and  completely  what 
he  was  represented  to  be  that  he  astonished  all  mankind;  proved 
his  name,  mission  and  authority,  in  such  a  perfect  manner  by  his  life 
and  death,  that  he  was  at  once  recognized  as  such  and  is  still  hailed 
as  our  Redeemer  and  Savior. 

Remove,  if  you  will,  the  facts  of  his  divine  personality  and  his 
human  life  from  the  Scriptures,  and  you  will  see  how  very  soon  the 
whole  fabric  of  our  belief  and  Christianity  will  fail  and  fall  to  pieces 
as  but  idle  tales  and  assumption.  Our  Christianity  means  much 
to  us  as  a  family.  So  does  the  church  of  our  choice  to  which  we 
belong.  It  is  more  than  clubs  and  lodges.  It  gives  to  us  a  person, 
a  Christ,  to  whom  we  can  be  loyal  and  true.  Would  we  ob¬ 
tain  material  results  we  must  fulfill  material  conditions;  would  we 
have  spiritual  results  we  must  likewise  fulfill  spiritual  conditions. 
Such  is  the  science  and  philosophy  of  all  life,  and  of  Christianity, 
which  of  all  things  is  most  reasonable  and  perfect. 

Having  had  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
committed  to  us  by  our  fathers  and  mothers,  let  us,  their  descendants, 
treasure  them  in  our  hearts,  practice  them  in  our  lives  and  continue 
to  adore  and  worship  their  God. 
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CERTIFICATE  OF  SERVICE  FOR  HIRE 

Agreement  Made  in  1855 

An  article  of  agreement  made  and  entered  into  this  4th  day  of  June, 
1855,  by  and  between  Levi  Workinger  of  one  part,  and  George  Luckey  of 
thei  other  part,  witnesseth:  that  said  Workinger  hath  this  day  hired  his  son 
Samuel  Workinger,  age  about  seven  years,  to  said  Luckey.  Said  Samuel  is 
to  stay,  remain  and  work  for  said  Luckey  until  he  may  arrive  at  the  age  of 
18  years,  to  be  obedient  to  said  Luckey  obeying  all  reasonable  requirements 
and  orders  of  said  Luckey  during  said  time,  and  said  Luckey  is  to  board 
and  clothe  said  Samuel  during  said  time  in  common  clothing  and  to  give  said 
Samuel  liberty  to  go  to  school  three  months  in  each  year  during  his  time  of 
service  and  to  use  said  Samuel  with  kindness  in  sickness  and  health,  to  fur¬ 
nish  him  with  medical  attention  when  required  and  to  require  and  compel 
obedience  from  said  Samuel  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  was  his  own  child 
and  to  furnish  said  boy  with  all  the  books  and  paper  necessary  while  going 
to  school,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  term  of  said  service  said  Luckey  is  to 
pay  said  Levi  Workinger  or  to  his  order  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
to  be  in  full  for  services  of  said  boy  if  the  foregoing  requirements  are  fully 
complied  with  at  said  time. 

In  testimony  whereof  the  said  parties  have  hereunto  set  their  hands  and 
seals  the  day  and  year  above  written.

While  the  two  brothers,  George  and  Leonard,  sons  of  George 
Luckey,  are  living — they  having  spent  their  youthful  days  with 
Samuel  Workinger  on  the  farm — it  might  be  well  to  make  mention 
here,  that  the  contract  was  fully  observed,  the  services  promised 
were  faithfully  rendered,  the  price  named  in  the  contract  together 
with  an  additional  amount  was  paid  to  Samuel  when  he  reached  the 
age  of  18  years  as  specified  in  the  contract. 

These  brothers  can  and  do  testify  that  Samuel  was  not  only 
an  obedient  but  good  boy  who  treasured  the  instruction  given  him 
by  father  and  mother  Luckey  in  the  home,  lived  a  moral  upright 
Christian  life,  reared  successfully  a  family  of  his  own  and  in  time 
passed  to  his  reward  at  a  ripe  old  age.  Lie  is  certain  to  be  one 
of  the  FAMILY  TIES  in  heaven. 
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THE  WORKINGER  DEED 

Made  in  1886 


This  is  a  deed  of  quit-claim  and  relinquishment  made  to 
Samuel  Workinger,  Nov.  22,  1886,  by  the  heirs  and  children  of 
Drusilla  Arnold  after  she  and  her  husband  had  passed  on. 

It  is  a  real  friendly  family  transaction  showing  the  true  spirit 
in  which  Samuel  was  held  by  the  whole  family.  The  instrument  is 
dated  as  of  November  22,  1886;  attested  by  Paul  G.  Hooper,  at¬ 
torney,  January  27,  1887;  entered  for  taxes,  February  17,  1887; 
put  on  record  at  the  Recorder’s  office,  Decatur,  Indiana,  by  the  then 
Recorder,  A.  McW.  Bollman,  at  10:15  o’clock  a.  m.,  November  4, 
1887,  and  is  signed  by  all  the  children  and  heirs  of  Drusilla  Ar¬ 
nold  and  George  W.  Luckey,  and  in  the  following  order:  Mary 
E.  Kern,  Martha  D.  Spuller,  Louisa  I.  Brock,  Lavina  E.  Cline,  G. 
W.  A.  Luckey,  Leonard  W.  A.  Luckey  and  James  T.  \Y.  Luckey. 
(See  Adams  Co.  Records). 

The  deed  conveys  to  Samuel  Workinger  the  following  de¬ 
scribed  property  in  the  town  of  Decatur,  Indiana,  to  wit: 

Commencing  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  section 
ten  (10)  in  township  twenty-seven  (27)  north  range  fourteen  east,  thence 
north  seven  (7)  chains  and  fourteen  (14)  links,  thence  east  eight  (8)  chains 
and  eighty-three  (83)  links,  thence  west  five  (5)  chains  and  eighteen  (18) 
links  to  the  place  of  beginning,  being  five  (5)  acres  more  or  less. 


By  mistake,  either  in  the  making  of  the  deed  or  the  recording 
of  it,  the  records  are  made  to  show  that  the  deed  of  conveyance 
was  made  by  the  children  and  heirs  of  George  W.  A.  Luckey,  de¬ 
ceased,  instead  of  George  W.  Luckey,  deceased. 

We  make  this  certification  here  (1)  to  show  the  mistake  of 
record;  (2)  to  manifest  more  clearly,  if  possible,  to  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  Drusilla  Arnold  the  lovely  Christian  spirit  of  her  heirs  in 
thus  recognizing  and  treating  Samuel  Workinger,  the  hired  son,  as 
one  of  the  family.  No  more  kindly  deed,  exhibit! ve  of  the  real 
Christian  philosophy  of  brotherly  kindness,  was  ever  manifested  by 
any  family  anywhere.  The  action  is  on  record  and  speaks  for  it¬ 
self  to  all.

REPROOF 


Personal  knowledge  is  indispensable  to  true  wisdom.  It  comes 
alike  to  all  through  reproof  and  chastisement.  An  unrcproved, 
undisciplined  child  becomes  the  wayward  youth  and  wretched  adult. 
Reproof  is  given  and  chastisement  made  that  the  offender  be  cured 
of  the  offense.  They  may  be  severe  and  cause  pain,  but  the  wise 
child  will  bow  before  the  reproof  of  a  father  or  mother.  Real, 
true,  fruitful  branches  bend  down,  only  the  dry  and  worthless  sticks 
break  before  the  bending. 

Character  is  to  be  preferred  above  rubies  and  a  good  name 
before  riches  or  a  great  name.  It  is  better  to  be  loved  by  one  than 
admired  by  a  thousand.  I  had  rather  have  the  love  of  a  mother 
than  the  praise  of  the  throng  or  the  seat  of  a  king.  A  mother’s 
love  is  the  real  counterpart  of  the  grace  of  God. 

It  is  so  much  easier  to  form  good  habits  in  children  than  to 
reform  bad  ones  out  of  youth  when  once  grown.  At  birth  the 
child  has  no  knowledge,  no  habits,  no  character,  and  these  must 
and  will  be  formed.  T  he  new  life  must  be  taught  the  truth,  the 
right  and  wrong  of  things.  Its  better  nature,  so  to  speak,  must 
be  drawn  out  and  developed  and  its  habits  and  character  formed. 

Knowledge  is  never  inherited.  The  mind  of  the  child  is  not 
a  labiila-rasa.  There  is  more  or  less  foolishness  bound  up  in  the 
heart  of  a  child.  The  vices  of  ancestors  may  soon  be  seen  to  mani¬ 
fest  themselves,  and  even  before  the  child  is  conscious  of  sin  there 
may  be  noticed  the  tendency  to  evil  and  this  should  be  repressed 
and  the  right  habits  and  character  formed  that  the  life  of  the  child 
may  be  what  it  indeed  should  be. 

There  is  positive  truth  in  the  proverb  which  says:  “A  child 
left  to  himself  bringeth  his  mother  to  shame.”  lie  should  be 
“trained  in  the  way  he  should  go.”  Training  leads  to  habit,  habits 
become  custom  and  custom  in  youth  means  everything  in  adult  life. 

Lord  Bacon’s  words  are  so  apropos  thereto  that  I  give  them 
here : 

Since  custom  is  the  principal  magistrate  of  a  man’s  life,  let  man  by  all 
means  endeavor  to  obtain  good  custom.  Custom  is  most  perfect  when  it 
beginneth  in  young  years;  this  we  call  education,  which  is  in  effect  but  an 
early  custom.  The  tongue  is  more  pliant  to  all  expressions  and  sounds,  the 
joints  more  supple  to  all  feats  of  activity  and  motions  in  youth  than  aftcr- 
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ward.  Those  minds  are  rare  which  do  not  show  to  their  latest  days  the 
ply  and  impress  they  have  received  as  children. 

Father  anti  mother  Luckey  were  not  ignorant  of  these  things 
and  they  felt  the  real  need  and  true  worth  of  them,  and  so  they 
sacrificed  much,  labored  diligently  and  prayed  earnestly  in  the  home 
doing  all  in  their  power,  by  counsel,  reproof  and  chastisement  to 
bring  these  things  to  pass.  They  taught  their  children  to  foresee 
evil  at  a  distance  and  how  to  avoid  it.  They  assured  them  that 
to  go  too  near  the  lire  was  to  be  burned  and  there  was  danger  of 
scorching  their  good  name,  losing  their  reputation  and  character. 
They  realized  more  keenly  than  we  do,  that  if  good  manners — right 
deportment  and  demeanor — are  not  properly  engraven  on  the  mind 
and  heart  of  the  children  in  their  youth,  they  can  not  and  will  not 
be  attained  by  them  in  later  life. 

They,  therefore,  taught  their  children  the  habit  of  observing,  of 
thinking  and  of  reasoning;  even  of  individually  considering  and 
discussing;  and  above  it  all  formed  in  them  the  custom  of  truth¬ 
fulness,  temperance,  industry,  self-command,  courage,  stainless 
honesty  and  true  charity.  With  seven  sons  and  daughters  of  their 
own  and  one  boy  bound  unto  them  for  hire,  great  indeed  was  the 
responsibility  resting  on  them  in  that  early  day;  but  be  it  said  to 
their  eternal  credit  that  by  the  grace  of  God  given  them,  they  met 
their  responsibilities  squarely  and  performed  their  duties  well,  and 
in  a  way  that  to  them  was  true,  right  and  just. 

There  is  one  thing,  however,  which  must  not  be  overlooked  or 
forgotten  by  us  their  descendants.  When  the  parents  have  done  all 
in  their  power  that  love  can  do,  there  is  much  that  is  left  unto  the 
children,  for  they  all  are  born  free.  The  God  of  all  has  seen  to 
this  and  formed  His  own  decree.  The  child  must  be  free-born,  with 
freedom  of  will,  in  order  to  his  own  responsibility  to  the  God  of  his 
creation.  His  character  is  that  of  his  own  choosing.  There  is  but 
one  gateway  into  life,  both  here  and  hereafter,  and  each  human  be¬ 
ing  is  left  free  to  accept  or  reject,  at  will,  his  course.  The  child 
can,  in  the  spirit  of  docility,  accept  the  instruction  of  his  father  or 
mother  to  form  his  character,  and  establish  his  belief  in  Christ 
as  his  Redeemer  and  Savior,  or  reject  their  advice  anil  counsel  and 
loving  reproof  and  instruction  arid  pursue  his  own  course  as  he  will. 

The  parents  can  and  should  lead  their  children  up  to  the  gate¬ 
way  of  life,  but  the  child  is  left  free  to  choose  or  reject  that  way 
of  his  own  accord.  It  has  wisely  and  truly  been  said:  “If 
the  child  is  catechised  into  the  way  he  will  never  depart 
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from  it.”  But  the  best  any  parent  can  do  is  to  catechise  the  child 
lip  to  (not  into)  the  way  and  let  the  child  choose  lor  himself,  of 
his  own  volition,  whom  he  will  serve  and  whether  he  will  enter  in 
and  continue  on  in  that  way.  It  is  the  child’s  right,  and  his  own 
freedom  alone  gives  him  his  individual  responsibility  to  his  maker 
for  what  he  actually  is. 

It  was  in  perfect  love  and  to  free  themselves  of  parental  ob¬ 
ligation  that  Drusilla  Arnold  and  her  husband  adhered  so  strictly 
to  this  primary  truth.  To  forward  the  principle  they  were  exact, 
almost  to  the  point  of  severity,  in  the  application  of  the  rod.  You 
will  pardon  my  personal  reference,  speaking  as  their  child  by  way  of 
illustration  in  application  of  personal  experiences:  (1)  My  first  and 
last  bet.  (2)  Our  first  “coon-hunt.” 

It  was  in  the  Spring  of  1865,  when  I  was  between  seven  and 
eight,  that  I  was  sent  by  my  father  to  help  a  brother-in-law,  P. 
B.  Kern,  get  out  his  corn  crop.  The  weather  had  been  bad,  the 
ground  wet  and  planting  had  been  retarded  and  P.  B.  was  behind 
with  his  planting.  I  was  set  to  work  harrowing  a  big  field,  told  to 
lap  the  harrow  at  least  a  third  and  get  over  the  field,  if  possible, 
both  ways,  by  the  dinner  hour.  I  started  at  sun  up  and  by  nine  o’clock 
I  had  it  harrowed  the  one  way.  A  Mr.  Blucher  who  worked  for 
P.  B.  said  to  me:  “Young  man,  you  will  not  get  it  harrowed  the 
other  way  (cross-harrowed)  by  noon.”  “Oh,  yes,  I  will,”  said  I. 
“The  ground  is  not  so  rough  now  and  I  bet  I  will  be  over  it  before 
the  dinner-bell  rings.”  Then  it  was  that  Blucher  said:  “I  bet  you 
a  quarter  you  won’t.”  I  sprang  on  the  lead  horse  (old  Gin),  plied 
the  whip  to  “Nell,”  the  other  horse,  and  made  them  step  lively. 
•Just  before  the  bell  rang,  the  cross-harrowing  was  done,  the  harrow 
dumped  into  a  fence  corner  out  of  the  way  for  furrowing  out. 

That  afternoon  I  followed  P.  B.  as  he  cross-furrowed  and 
dropped  the  corn.  I  could  drop  the  desired  amount,  three  grains, 
at  each  cross-furrow  just  as  fast  as  I  could  walk  and  as  fast  as  he 
could  furrow.  Th  e  women  folk  and  all  persons  available  followed 
after  us  with  their  hoes  and  covered  the  corn.  That  was  the  way 
of  planting  corn  in  those  days.  When  night  came  and  1  was 
ready  to  go  home,  Blucher  took  the  handkerchief  from  my  tow-linen 
pants’  pocket  and  tied  therein  a  dime,  two  five-cent  pieces  and  five 
pennies.  That  was  a  lot  of  money  in  those  days  and  1  said,  “b  red, 
what  are  you  doing  that  for?”  I  Ie  replied,  “You  bet  me  a  quarter 
you  would  get  the  cross-han;owmg  done  by  noon,  and  I  bet  you 
wouldn’t,  1  lost  the  bet  anil  I  must  pay  it.” 
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“No,”  I  remonstrated.  “1  can  not  take  it.  I  did  not  mean 
to  bet  and  it  is  not  right  in  me  to  take  the  money.”  But  he  insisted. 

It  was  about  eight  o’clock  at  night  when  I  reached  home  and 
turned  the  money  over  to  father  as  was  the  custom.  “Son,”  said 
my  father,  “Where  did  you  get  this  money  and  how  came  you  by 
it?”  When  I  had  told  him  he  lectured  (reproved)  me  kindly, 
then  touched  me  up  with  a  little  hickory-oil  and  sent  me  right  back, 
tired  as  I  was,  through  tho  darkness  with  that  money  and  told  me 
to  return  it  and  apologize  for  having  accepted  it.  I  did  this  and 
thus  ended  my  first  and  last  bet. 

It  was  in  the  late  Fall  of  the  year  in  1867  that  I  had  my  first 
“coon-hunt.”  This  experience  was  much  more  interesting  and  im¬ 
pressive  to  me  than  the  betting  was.  Hunting  raccoon  was  con¬ 
sidered  a  great  sport,  especially  so  for  the  people  who  had  leisure 
in  daytime  and  a  pack  of  good  dogs  for  the  night.  We  had 
neither.  But  our  neighbor,  Mr.  Nidelinger,  had  a  big  pack  of 
hounds  and  his  eldest  son,  George,  had  begged  father  to  let  us  boys 
go  out  some  night  with  him  and  the  dogs.  Finally  father  gave  his 
consent.  George  was  much  older  than  we  boys  were  and  under¬ 
stood  the  game.  That  night  early  he  came  over  to  our  house  with 
his  dogs  and  soon  we  and  Samuel  Workinger  were  off  with  him  for 
the  hunt.  We  went  back  our  lane  to  the  wood  but  there  was  no 
coon  running,  so  we  made  our  way  west  back  of  the  “Benny  Mar¬ 
tin”  farm.  There  was  a  big  field  of  corn  there  and  the  coon  had 
been  working  on  it.  We  sat  down  on  a  log  to  wait  results.  Soon 
George  Nidelinger  bounded  the  fence,  entered  the  cornfield  and 
came  back  with  a  big  watermelon  in  his  arms  and  we  all  enjoyed  its 
contents. 

Now  Mr.  Martin  was  a  very  religious  man,  the  class-leader  at 
the  U.  B.  Church,  and  it  had  been  announced  that  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  Saturday  there  would  be  a  meeting  of  the  whole  neighborhood 
at  the  LJ.  B.  Cemetery  to  fix  the  fence  and  remove  the  briars  from 
the  graveyard.  Naturally  all  the  men-lolk  and  boys  would  be 
there. 

While  we  were  yet  feasting  on  that  hig  melon  the  hounds 
struck  a  trail  and  soon  had  the  coon  treed  on  a  fine  poplar  tree. 


had  it  felled  to  the  ground  with  our  axes,  but  the  coon  got  away 
from  the  dogs  and  they  landed  it  on  an  oak.  Down  came  the  oak. 
But  again  the  coon  was  too  sharp  lor  the  dogs  and  they  went  after 
its  tracks  bellowing,  barking,  yelping  around  and  finally  landed  it 
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in  a  pond  of  water.  It  was  a  long  time  before  they  gave  the  yelp¬ 
ing  signal  that  they  had  it  treed  in  the  center  of  that  pond.  We 
all  splashed  ourselves  through  the  water  and  mud  as  the  dogs  had 
been  doing,  until  we  came  to  the  center  where  there  was  a  small 
hill  or  island  on  which  stood  a  water-ash  tree  but  there  was  no 
coon  on  the  tree.  Underneath  the  tree  were  large  holes  in  which 
the  dogs  were  frightfully  interested,  but  George,  their  master,  was 
certain  they  were  mistaken  and  had  left  or  lost  the  coon  tracks  in 
the  water  and  were  after  muskrats  or  something  else  of  like  kind. 
He  was  biting  mad.  lie  told  us  to  hold  the  big  hounds  back  while 
he  took  a  small  dog,  and  putting  him  to  the  hole  said,  “Go  get  ’em, 
Dick,”  and  go  get  them  Dick  did.  He  was  soon  seen  pulling  him¬ 
self  back  up  out  the  hole  and  was  holding  fast  to  the  foot  of  some 
big  black  object.  It  was  now  coming  day  and  as  George  saw  the 
thing,  he  cried,  “Whoopie,”  “It’s  a  lynx!”  But  not  so,  it  proved 
to  be  a  big  black  raccoon,  the  like  of  which  had  never  been  seen  or 
captured  thereabouts  before.  He  rapped  it  over  the  head  and 
told  us  to  hold  the  big  dogs  and  let  Dick  finish  him.  He  was  now 
very  proud,  but  no  more  so  than  was  the  little  dog,  “Dick,”  and  we 
all  went  home  satisfied  with  our  hunt. 


But  this  is  not  all  or  the  chief  part  of  our  hunt.  The  best  or 
worst  is  yet  to  come.  Our  good  neighbor,  “Benny  Martin,”  had 
discovered  that  we  had  visited  his  melon  patch.  He  saw  the  burnt 
embers  left  from  the  torch  which  George  had  used  in  lightening 
him  in  getting  a  ripe  melon,  followed  his  tracks  to  the  woods  and 
discovered  the  rinds  and  seeds  as  proof.  He  had  learned  just  who 
were  in  company  with  George  that  night,  and  at  the  meeting  at 
the  graveyard  that  Saturday  afternoon  he  spoke  his  thoughts  right 
out  to  father  Luckey,  saying:  “You  had  better  look  after  your 
sons  lest  they  indeed  become  real  thieves.”  Of  course  father  was 
made  ashamed  and  greatly  provoked,  but  he  took  it  calmly  and 
after  his  feelings  had  subsided  he  took  us  to  task  and  gave  us  a 
trimming  with  his  raw-hide,  which  (speaking  for  myself)  was  so 
severe  that  welts  marked  the  strokes  on  my  back  and  bloodstains  on 
my  tow-linen  pants.  Mother  never  whipped.  At  least  I  have  no 
recollection  that  she  did.  And  oh,  how  well  do  I  remember  how 
her  eyes  glistened  with  tears  that  night  as  she  washed  my  back  and 
legs  and  greased  the  welts  and  at  the  same  time  told  me  that,  while 
I  had  not  stolen  the  melon  I  had  eaten  freely  of  it  and  was  verily 
guilty!  And  I  felt  that  I  was,  and  it  seems  to  me  now  as  I  write 
these  lines  that  my  father  pained  himself  more  in  applying  that 
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trimming  than  all  his  primings  ever  pained  me,  and  l  am  quite  sure 
that  if  it  had  not  been  for  these  reproofs  in  my  early  childhood, 
1  would  not  be  where  I  am  today. 

The  father  must  be  the  judge  of  the  doings  of  the  child  and 
decide  in  his  own  mind  whether  it  is  better  and  more  conducive  to 
the  mental  and  moral  health  to  use  the  rod  or  spoil  the  child.  I  rue, 
as  a  corrective,  the  parent  can  choose  to  exclude  the  child  from  some 
appreciable  privilege  as  the  way  of  reproof,  but  our  fathers  chose 
the  rod.  Either  should  and  will,  if  properly  administered,  lead 
to  the  same  favorable  results. 


What  were  the  results  of  father’s  method?  Let  history  speak 
for  herself.  No  child  of  the  Arnold-Luckey  family  ever  stole  a 
penny  or  took  a  farthing  from  any  one  unjustly.  None  of  them 
ever  went  wrong  or  was  even  accused  of  a  crime.  All  were  ever 
found  in  good,  not  bad,  company.  All  were  temperate  and  re¬ 
ligious  through  and  through.  And  it  can  now  be  said  without  fear 
of  contradiction  that  no  one  of  the  children  ever  blamed  father 
for  the  strict  and  faithful  use  he  made  of  the  rod.  Each  child  knew 
he  did  so  in  love  for  the  preservation  and  best  good;  and  in  public 
places  when  opportunity  has  presented  itself,  the  children  have  ex¬ 
pressed  themselves  and  given  voice  openly  and  approvingly,  with 
thanks  to  Almighty  God,  for  the  same. 


Let  us  thoughtfully  and  rejoicingly  recall  the  use  and  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  our  earlier  experiences.  The  discipline  was  strict  and  rather 
heavy  but  it  was  healthful  and  good,  physically,  mentally,  morally 
and  religiously.  Father  was  supreme  in  the  home,  just  as  every 
good  and  upright  father  ought  to  be.  He  gave  the  command  and 
there  was  no  coaxing  or  hesitating,  but  direct  and  unequivocal 
obedience.  Honor  was  given  him  by  his  children  and  a  reverence 
shown  for  his  authority  by  every  child  in  actual  practice.  It  was  not 
a  mere  matter  of  pleasure,  convenience  or  selfish  caprice,  but  an 
obliging,  binding,  filial  duty  observed  by  each  and  every  child  alike. 
It  was  our  common  custom  and  the  law  of  the  home.  We  each 
firmly  believed  that  to  be  disobedient  to  the  higher  powers  and  the 
regular  constituted  authority  of  the  home,  was  simply  to  grow  out 
from  the  home  into  lawless,  selfish  creatures  and  become  un¬ 
desirable  citizens  of  state  and  country. 

And  the  fact  is,  that  good  citizenship  and  civil  virtue  can  best 
be  described  and  defined  as  the  love  of  liberty  guided  and  regulated 
by  law.  Obedience  to  law  anti  submission  to  the  constituted  au- 
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thority  arc  the  chief  cornerstones  to  the  structure  of  a  clean  and 
perfect  life. 

The  loss  of  family  government  with  its  rich,  judicial  reproofs 
and  parental  control  is  the  greatest  calamity  that  can  befall  any 
people.  It  is  a  serious,  vital  calamity,  dealing  its  fatal  death  blow 
to  both  civil  and  religious  prosperity. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that,  undisputed  and  even  unquestioned 
obedience  was  the  family  law  and  the  daily  practice  in  the  Drusilla 
Arnold-I ,uckey  home.  It  was  this,  above  anything  inherited  or  ac¬ 
quired,  that  kept  the  children  from  falling  into  the  whirlpool  of  dis¬ 
tressing  evils  ol  the  world  and  made  them  all  stand  erect  and  four¬ 
square  to  all  the  world.  Such  discipline  and  reproof  are  the  sweet¬ 
est  kind  of  love  and  the  very  best  gift  the  father  and  mother  can 
bestow  on  their  offspring. 

As  has  been  indicated  the  transitional  period  of  childhood  is 
the  one  in  which  parental  authority  is  the  most  needed  for  repress¬ 
ing  evils  and  preserving  uprightness  of  life.  Government  should 
always  be  administered  in  love.  It  is  possible  for  parents  to  be¬ 
come  too  exacting  and  severe  in  the  administration  of  it  and  thus 
defeat  the  very  purpose  of  it.  It  should  be  administered  in  the 
kindly  spirit,  in  which  the  parent  judiciously  substitutes  his  parental 
knowledge  and  wisdom  for  that  of  the  child  gone  or  going  wrong. 
He  is  supposed  to  suppress  the  wayward  impulses  of  the  child  for 
its  own  betterment  and  happiness.  It  is  but  natural  that  the  child 
should  imitate  the  mother.  If  she  is  coarse  the  child  will  become 
coarse.  If  she  is  calm,  kind  and  good  in  her  every  action  the  chil¬ 
dren  will  likewise  become  the  same.  If  she  has  a  place  for  every¬ 
thing  and  keeps  everything  in  place,  as  Drusilla  Arnold  did,  she  can 
expect  her  children  to  do  the  same,  and,  in  time,  when  they  go  out 
from  the  home  to  establish  homes  of  their  own,  she  will  find  every¬ 
thing  in  place  there. 

Oh!  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  so  many  great  and  good 
men  have  said  as  did  one  of  old,  “All  I  have  and  am  I  owe  to  my 
mother.”  There  is  more  truth  than  poetry  in  the  confession. 
Would  you,  my  reader  of  this  modern  age,  know  these  truths  more 
fully,  then  go  with  me  into  one  of  these  pioneer  homes  in  Old 
Adams  County,  Indiana,  and  see  what  I  have  seen  daily  in  early 
childhood  and  youth. 

Behold,  if  you  will,  one  of  these  big  families  seated  around  the 
old  family  hearthstone  with  its  old  fireplace  glowing  with  warmth 
on  a  cold  winter’s  evening,  all  the  members  enjoying  the  brilliancy 
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of  the  fire  for  their  candle-light  and  its  warmth  for  comfort.  The 
father  and  head  is  seated  in  his  handmade  chair  reading  aloud  to 
all  from  an  interesting  book  some  instructive  story,  while  the  dear 
mother  is  engaged  quietly  knitting  socks  or  stockings  for  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  her  little  hired  son  Samuel.  The  girls  are  busily  at  work 
sewing  or  mending  and  the  three  little  brothers  are  ciphering  or 
writing  or  drawing  pictures  on  their  little  slips  of  brown  paper,  and 
are  observing  the  greatest  of  quiet,  in  still  perfect  order,  so  as  to 
hear  the  story  the  father  is  reading  and  be  able  to  relate  it  in  good 
order  whenever  he  has  finished  it.  And  when  he  has  done,  the 
conversation  is  on  and  the  little  kindly  discussions  follow  and  then, 
oh,  yes  then !  you  will  see  the  father  cracking  hickory  nuts  or  hazel¬ 
nuts  or  walnuts  or  some  kind  of  nuts  which  have  been  gathered 
from  the  big  woods,  and  mother  has  dropped  away  her  knitting  and 
is  engaged  in  the  more  domesticated  things  such  as  the  grapes  from 
the  vineyard  or  the  golden  pippin  and  rambo  apples  from  the  old 
orchard  which  are  now  lodged  in  the  cellar.  And  when  the  joy 
of  the  feasting  and  evening  is  over  you  will  see  the  father  open 
the  big  book — the  one  most  familiar  to  all — and  read  a  portion 
of  Scripture,  and  all  kneel  down  and  pray  to  their  God  before  re¬ 
tiring  for  the  night.  And  should  you  be  “lucky”  enough  to  be  with 
them  for  the  night,  you  will  see  them  up  with  the  sun  and,  after 
an  early  breakfast,  go  to  their  work,  the  father  and  sons  to  the 
field,  the  girls  to  milking  the  cows,  churning  butter,  making  bread, 
and  the  good  mother  goes  to  her  spinning  wheel  and  busies  her¬ 
self  in  spinning  the  yarn  or  weaving  the  llax  for  the  garments  which 
all  of  them  wear.  Then,  and  only  then,  can  you  know  the  true, 
deep  joy,  the  decorum  and  order,  the  uprightness,  industry  and 
happiness  which  existed  in  the  Drusilla  Arnold-Luckey  home.

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FAMILY  PRINCIPLES  OF  LIVING  WHICH 

SHOW  WISDOM 


The  history  of  Our  Family  Ties  would  be  incomplete  without 
a  setting  forth  of  some  of  the  living  principles  which  show  the 
parental  wisdom  manifested  therein. 


The  children  must  be  fed,  properly  clothed  and  sent  to  school; 
they  must  be  trained  and  educated  and,  if  possible,  be  given  a  col¬ 
lege  or  literary  course  and  a  business  training.  The  present  age 
really  demands  this  and  asks  considerable  more  of  the  parents  than 
was  required  in  the  earlier  days. 

The  parents  of  to-day,  who  love  their  children  as  Drusilla  Ar¬ 
nold  did,  will  surely  exercise  that  care  and  show  that  wisdom  which 
provides  in  some  such  way  as  she  and  father  Luckey  did  for  their 
children  in  their  day. 

Parents  must  and  will  provide  by  some  well  laid  plans  of  per¬ 
sonal  endeavor  to  insure  the  happiness  and  success  of  their  offspring. 
They  will  economize,  if  it  needs  must  be,  to  save  a  dollar  or  two 
each  month  out  of  their  earnings  (more  if  it  can  be  done)  and  put 
it  aside  for  such  use.  All  such  savings  can  be  put  in  places  of  safety 
and  where  they  will  increase  by  interest  accumulation,  thus  produc¬ 
ing  a  fund,  which  by  the  time  the  children  are  ready  for  college  or 
the  advanced  training  desired,  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses 
and  put  them  through  to  their  great  advantage  and  real  betterment 
of  life. 


Furthermore,  the  children  can  be  taught,  like  the  Drusilla  Ar¬ 
nold  children  were,  to  save  their  own  pennies,  dimes  and  dollars 
and  put  them  into  this  accumulation  fund.  This  in  itself  will  insure 
the  habit  of  saving  and  of  accumulating  and  give  them  the  personal 
business  acumen  which  is  of  more  true  worth  than  is  money,  or  are 
landed  estates  inherited  by  them  at  the  parent’s  death. 

A  personal  business  acumen  obtained  by  them,  through  their 
own  self-sacrifice  in  practicing  economy,  is  the  surest  and  most  cer¬ 
tain  way  to  their  safety,  their  greater  enlargement,  increased  happi¬ 
ness  and  specific  power. 

Such  children,  and  such  persons  alone,  can  smile  when  trouble 
comes  or  when  depressions  set  in  and  misfortunes  multiply.  This  en¬ 
ables  them  to  pursue  their  onward,  upward  course,  notwithstanding 
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adverse  surroundings  and  financial  reverses,  and  rejoice  in  the 
wisdom  of  their  own  doings. 

Who  of  us  can  foresee  when  depressing  times  will  come  or 
want  be  had?  Almost  any  time  business  may  slump,  banks  fail, 
wages  be  reduced  and  unemployment  set  in,  as  indeed  they  have 
come  and  are  now  found  existing  over  the  entire  world. 

The  chief  professional  occupation  or  business  pursuit  may  come 
to  naught  for  a  time,  and  then  it  is  that  these  principles  and  habits 
of  accumulation  will  bring  in  the  smile  of  contentment  and  furnish 
the  real  gladness  born  of  parental  wisdom  which  puts  the  children 
and  the  possessor  on  with  certainty. 

It  is  impossible  for  words  to  depict  the  sorrows  and  regrets 
of  those,  who  in  the  days  of  their  youth,  or  days  of  prosperity  were 
not  saving  or  were  overindulgcnt.  Naturally  they  are  uneasy  of 
mind  and  dissatisfied  with  life.  Their  discontent,  which  was  caused 
by  their  own  doing  or  lack  of  doing,  lead  to  the  despondency  which 
augments  mental  distress  and  leads  to  death. 

Then,  in  our  faithfully  appraising  parental  and  family  great¬ 
ness,  let  us  not  delude  ourselves  into  believing  that  our  habits  and 
traits  of  character— the  goodness  and  greatness  of  the  family— are 
inherent,  or  that  the  richness  of  life  consists  in  the  possession  of 
money  or  the  accumulation  of  material  things.  Such  is  not  true. 
Our  true  greatness  of  life  is  to  be  found,  not  in  the  material  things 
themselves,  but  in  the  length  and  breadth,  the  height  and  depth  to 
which  each  individual  member  of  the  family  is  given  the  very  best, 
the  fullest  and  the  greatest  opportunity  for  his  own  development. 
And  this  can  never  be  if  only  a  sufficient  amount  of  means  is  had  to 
subsist.  It  is  not  all  of  life  to  live.  It  is  not  the  whole  or  best  of 
life  to  be  able  to  simply  live  on.  We  live  to  serve.  It  is  by  our 
serving  that  we  help  ourselves  to  increase  while  lifting  up  others  and 
strengthening  them,  thus  making  the  whole  world  brighter  and 
better. 

Each  new  soul  coming  into  the  world  is  for  a  noble  purpose. 
To  fulfill  that  purpose,  each  must  find  his  mission  and  seek  to  per¬ 
form  the  duty  well.  The  higher  the  purpose  and  the  more  whole¬ 
heartedly  he  devotes  himsell  to  it,  the  greater  will  be  his  success  and 
joy,  and  the  more  surely  will  he  know  by  actual  experience  the  true 
pleasure  of  service  and  the  abounding  fullness  of  the  correct  up¬ 
right  life. 

It  is  to  be  admitted  by  all  that  the  advantages  of  life  in  the 
present  age  exceed  those  of  Drusilla  Arnold’s  day  and  of  the 
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former  times.  And  while  realizing  our  advantages  we  must  not 
overlook  the  fact  that,  had  it  not  been  for  our  mothers  and  fathers 
neither  we  nor  the  present  advantages  would  be. 

It  is  indeed  silly  in  us  to  let  our  pride  swell  our  heads  and  we 
boast  ourselves  of  the  education  we  may  now  have,  or  tell  of  our 
superior  mechanical  and  scientific  achievements,  as  if,  by  our  own 
hands  and  brains,  we  have  gotten  us  all  this,  and  not  give  a  just 
and  reasonable  credit  to  our  parents.  It  would  be  more  becom¬ 
ing  and  honorable  in  us  to  humble  ourselves  and  in  great  modesty 
and  meekness  say,  IT  IS  NOT  ALONE  IN  US,  BUT  IN  OUR 
PARENTS  AND  PROGENITORS,  who  by  their  faithful  labors, 
their  unceasing  and  ever-continued  toil,  their  real  personal  sacrifices 
and  practices  of  economy  saved  for  us,  and  by  their  own  upright¬ 
ness  of  life  and  spirituality,  gave  us  the  noble  inheritance  we  enjoy 
and  made  these  things  possible  to  us. 

My  dear  children  (and  it  does  seem  as  if  all  the  descendants 
of  our  mother  D rusi  11a  Arnold  are  children  to  me)  our  good  par¬ 
ents  may  not  be  accredited  great  as  the  world  accredits  greatness; 
they  may  not  hold  a  chief  place  in  the  Arnold  family  history  or  the 
nation;  they  may  not  be  accorded  a  name  in  the  world’s  living  his¬ 
tory  of  achievements  and  thought;  they  may  be  unnamed  and  un¬ 
known  by  the  philosophers,  scientists,  artists  and  educators  gen¬ 
erally,  and  their  praise  may  be  unsung  and  their  worthiness  un¬ 
mentioned  by  us,  their  children,  but  they  are  fully  known  of  God, 
for  it  was  they  who  planted  the  seeds  which  have  produced  the 
flowers,  and  they  who  nurtured  the  children  who  have  produced 
the  fruits  which  have  made  the  world  so  rich  and  truly  worth¬ 
while  today. 

What  have  you  or  I,  or  any  of  the  descendants  of  Drusilla 
Arnold  done,  that  we  should  boast  ourselves  of  ourselves  individu¬ 
ally.  Individually  or  collectively  what  have  we  done  toward  earning 
our  own  Civil  Liberty  and  National  Independence  which  we  so 
greatly  enjoy  today?  Tell  me,  and  tell  me  truly,  does  not  the  rich¬ 
ness  of  life,  the  liberty  and  happiness  which  are  now  ours,  belong 
largely  to  the  life  efforts  of  our  parents?  It  was  our  fathers  and 
mothers  who  paid  the  price,  permitting  us,  their  children,  to  reap 
the  glorious  benefits  and  rewards. 

And  now,  we,  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  today,  are  and  must 
pay  the  price  for  our  children  and  the  coming  generations. 

Such  is  life.  There  is  no  other  real  or  noble  way  of  living 
on  the  earth.  It  was  our  own  dear  parents  who  planted  in  us  the 
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holy  and  heavenly  desire,  the  ever-increasing  appetite  for  and 
the  spiritual  longing  of  mind  and  heart  after  those  things  which 
are  noble  and  good  and  which  would  be  of  the  utmost  benefit  and 
help  to  us  and  our  posterity  and  the  world  in  general. 

Were  we  then,  as  individuals  or  as  a  family,  ever  to  forget 
these  things  and  cast  them  aside  as  of  but  little  or  no  worth,  me- 
thinks,  our  own  better  self  and  individual  conscience  would  condemn 
us  and  make  us  feel  that  we  had  robbed  ourselves  and  our  posterity 
of  the  greatest  and  most  precious  gift  of  love  and  family  inheritance 
known  to  all  humanity.  The  rather,  let  us  now  rejoice  that  it  is  our 
personal  privilege  to  make  sacrifice,  in  the  hope  and  with  the  full  as¬ 
surance  that  our  children  shall  be  lifted  up  to  the  greater  heights 
of  living,  and  enjoy  the  superior  blessings  and  have  the  larger  and 
broader  view  and  advantages  of  life  than  we  ourselves  have  had. 
This  is  no  One-Man’s  world.  It  is  not  even  our  own  world.  It 
is  God’s  world.  And  this  is  the  way  our  Creator — the  Heavenly 
Father — has  in  making  it  what  it  indeed  should  be  and  just  what 
He  himself  would  have  it  be. 


Say  what  we  may,  we  have  had  fathers  and  mothers  who  loved 
us,  sacrificed  for  us  and  instructed  and  corrected  us  and  we  gave  them 
and  do  give  them  reverence.  In  our  haste  we  may  think  that  they 
applied  the  rod  a  little  harshly  or  even  severely  at  times,  but  we 
know  that  they  did  it  in  love  and  for  our  own  best  good  and  we  can 
not  help  but  commend  them  for  it.  Had  they  spared  the  rod  they 
might  have  spoiled  us.  At  least  they  were  so  taught  and  so  be¬ 
lieved.  Besides,  we  all  do  know  that  the  exuberance  of  youth  needs 
the  hand  of  the  pruner,  and  that,  “Whom  the  Lord  loveth  he 
chasteneth”  (Heb.  XII.  6). 

A  weak  indulgence  is  a  veritable  sin  of  the  parents  and  a  real 
unkindness  of  them  to  their  children.  Such  indulgence  has  spoiled 
more  lives  and  destroyed  more  happiness  and  success  than  parental 
punishment  ever  has. 

It  is  much  easier  to  prevent  evil  habits  in  children  than  to  cure 
them  when  once  they  are  formed.  It  is  really  vain  and  useless  in  us 
to  pull  up  the  weeds  after  they  have  gone  to  seed  and  scattered 
themselves  in  the  fertile  soil.  And  it  must  be  confessed  that  the  first 
evil  seeds  are  sown  in  childhood  and  youth  under  the  eyes  of  the 
parents  and  the  roof  of  .  the  parental  home. 

Evil  dispositions  which  show  themselves  in  early  childhood,  if 
left  unchecked  are  sure  to  become  evil  habits  which  lead  to  more 
fatal  ones  and  end  in  destruction.  Such  things  when  first  seen 
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should  be  nipped  in  the  bud.  We  have  but  to  cast  our  eyes  about 
us  to  see  how  youthful  crime  is  now  rampant  everywhere — all  over 
the -world — and  know  of  a  surety  that  there  is  a  woeful  lack  of  good 
home  training  at  present. 

Our  fathers  believed,  “As  the  twig  is  bent  the  tree  is  inclined,” 
and  they  “spared  not  the  rod”  in  disciplining  us.  They  may  have 
erred  a  little  in  being  overexact  in  the  method  of  application,  but 
there  is  danger  lest  we  in  our  day  become  too  weak  in  our  methods 
of  disciplining;  making  sin  and  crime  less  painful  to  us  than  were 
the  rod  and  crying.  The  tendency  now  is  to  show  more  sympathy 
and  exercise  more  tenderness  and  mercy  toward  the  wrong  doer 
and  criminal  than  we  do  for  sin  and  the  victim  of  crime  and  per¬ 
sonal  wrongdoing. 

I  am  writing  these  things  in  love  to  ourselves  as  parents  and 
the  family  of  Arnolds  (though  applicable  to  all  others)  that  we  may 
think  on  these  things  in  a  reasonable  manner,  in  the  interest  of  our¬ 
selves  and  our  children  and  real  civil  justice. 

As  a  child  of  the  family  we  should  not  think  too  lightly  of  the 
life-work,  the  prayers  and  tears,  the  faithful  instructions  and  cor¬ 
rections  of  our  parents.  How  can  we,  their  children,  now  carry 
on  in  their  stead  as  we  should,  if  we  forget  their  loving  instruction, 
their  noble  precepts  and  practices,  and  their  spiritual  wisdom  which 
was  given  them  of  God? 

Surely,  it  behooves  us  now  to  bring  back  into  view  the  old 
family  Bible  and  read  it  daily  to  our  children.  They  made  it  the 
WORD  OF  GOD  UNTO  US,  shall  we  not  make  it  the  same  unto 


our  children? 

If  we  do  the  duty  and  obligation  imposed  on  us  by  them,  we 
must  and  will  cling  with  fervent  hope  to  the  Word  of  God  and  keep 
the  commandments  and  honor  the  precepts  as  coming  from  them  to 
us  and  from  Him  who  loved  us  better  and  more  than  Fie  loved  life. 
It  is  ours  to  follow  the  divine  teachings,  worship  its  Christ,  enjoy 
its  spiritual  uplift  and  share  in  the  Divine  Love. 

I  know  of  no  other  way  by  which  we  can  lift  ourselves  and 
our  children  out  of  and  above  our  lesser  selves,  do  away  with  our 
real  baseness — our  petty  jealousies,  littlenesses  and  evils  of  life — 
and  reach  those  clear  alpine  heights  of  ideal  perfection  which  are  so 
good  and  glorious  and  so  much  desired  by  us  all. 

This  is  indeed  our  day.  We  may  believe  in  modern  methods 
of  attainment.  We  must  see,  however,  that  it  is  more  important 
for  us  to  keep  our  minds  pure  and  our  speech  clean  and  our  char- 
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actors  wholesome  and  free  from  deadly  sin,  than  it  is  that  we  keep 
our  hands  washed  clean  and  our  instruments  sterilized  and  free 
from  poison  and  deadly  bacilli  while  serving  the  body  of  ourselves 
or  our  children  with  food  and  the  necessaries  of  life. 

Divine  Wisdom  saith,  “The  life  is  more  than  meat  and  the 
body  is  more  than  raiment  (Luke  XII.  23),  and  “To  be  carnally 
minded  is  death;  but  to  be  spiritually  minded  is  life  and  peace” 
(Rom.  VIII.  6),  and  accepting  such  principles  of  WISDOM  we 
should  exercise  faith  and  charity.  No  one  can  hope  to  be  muscular 
except  he  exercise  his  muscles;  no  one  can  be  intelligent  without  ex¬ 
ercising  his  brains;  none  affectionate  without  showing  affection,  and 
no  one  can  be  charitable  and  religious — spiritually  minded — with¬ 
out  doing  as  Drusilla  Arnold  did,  exercising  righteousness.  It 
can  not  be  done.  We  may  say  we  have  faith,  but  faith  without 
works  (the  real  manifestation  of  itself)  is  dead,  being  alone. 

Individually  as  a  son,  and  personally  as  her  child,  permit  me 
to  say  here,  that  I  do  feel  that  I  owe  much  to  my  mother  Drusilla 
and  the  greatest  tribute  I  can  now  bring  to  her  sacred  memory  is, 
BY  HER  OWN  SWEET  AND  NOBLE  LIFE  AND  HER 
LOVING  SPIRITUAL  INSTRUCTION,  SHE  MADE  GOD 
AND  HIS  WORD  REAL  TO  ME. 

SUCH  IMMENSE  FULLNESS  OF  LOVE;  SUCH  SIM¬ 
PLE  FAITH;  SUCH  PERFECTION  OF  HUMAN  GOOD¬ 
NESS,  could  not  have  been  were  it  not  for  the  SPIRIT  and 
POWER  of  God  dwelling  in  her. 

And  my  prayer  to  God  now  is  (it  ever  has  been)  that  I  might 
be  made  fully  able  by  the  same  Spirit  and  Power  to  make  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  a  real  Savior  and  Redeemer  to  others  as  she  did  to  me, 
that,  by  my  own  life,  I  might  save  some  if  not  many. 
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These  pages  have  been  added  to  the  main  work  of

Family  ties  are  precious.  Tfie  family  is  the  divinely  ordered 
unit  of  human  society.  Wedlock,  or  the  state  of  marriage,  is 
ordained  of  God,  confirmed  by  Christ  at  the  marriage  of  Cana  in 
Galilee,  and  is  honorable  to  all  those  who  maintain  therein  a  true 
fidelity.  Weddings  are  meant  to  be  joyous  affairs  and  their  an¬ 
niversaries  suitable  occasions  for  congratulations  and  remembrances. 
They  have  been  lovingly  observed  so  far  back  in  time  as  we  have 
knowledge,  and  they  are  being  celebrated  more  generally  now.  The 
custom  prevails  among  us,  especially  with  the  able,  in  all  countries, 
to  celebrate  wedding  anniversaries  with  dinners  and  gifts,  and  in 
the  sharing  of  personal  congratulations  of  friends  and  neighbors. 

There  was  real  joy  and  feasting  in  the  Samuel  Arnold  home 
in  Sharon  Center,  Ohio,  when  his  daughter,  Drusilla,  was  married 
to  George  W.  Luckey.  How  many  wedding  anniversaries 
Drusilla  and  her  husband  celebrated  we  can  not  say,  but  we  do 
know  they  celebrated  quite  a  few,  and  we  have  in  our  purse  now  a 
two-and-a-half  dollar  gold  coin  which  was  presented  to  us  by  them 
on  their  39th  wedding  anniversary  in  the  old  home  in  1880. 

It  is  still  the  custom  to  give  presents  to  the  celebrating  couple 
while  the  husband  memorializes  the  wedding  date  with  a  suitable 
gift  to  his  wife  and  to  each  child  of  the  family.  It  is  firmly  held 
by  all  that  these  anniversaries  afford  the  greater  and  more  lasting 
joys  and  pleasantries  of  life  and  are  destined  to  continue. 

According  to  the  better  authorities  on  wedding  anniversaries 
and  presents  we  list  the  following: 

First,  paper;  second,  cotton;  third,  leather;  fourth,  fruit  and 
flowers;  fifth,  wood;  sixth,  iron  or  sugar;  seventh,  copper  or  wool; 
eighth,  India  rubber  or  bronze;  ninth,  willow  or  pottery;  tenth,  tin; 
eleventh,  steel;  twelfth,  silk  and  linen;  thirteenth,  lace;  fourteenth, 
ivory;  fifteenth,  crystal;  twentieth,  china;  twenty-fifth,  silver;  thir¬ 
tieth,  pearl;  thirty-fifth,  coral;  fortieth,  ruby;  forty-fifth,  sapphire;

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BIRTHSTONES  AND  THEIR  SIGNIFICANCE 


The  oldest  forms  of  jewelry  known  were  bedecked  with  birth- 
stones,  and  these  have  become  exceedingly  popular.  Such  beautiful 
stones  have  lent  their  grace  and  charm  to  human  life  in  all  ages. 
They  have  attracted  the  attention  and  the  love  of  many.  They 
were  thought  by  the  ancients  to  possess  certain  qualities  or  powers 
to  preserve  life  and  confer  health  and  fortune  on  those  on  whom 
they  were  bestowed. 

Marvelous,  indeed,  were  the  properties  attributed  to  them, 
and  much  significance  is  still  attached  to  them  by  us  in  making  our 
birthday  gifts.  Nothing  could  be  more  fitting  in  gifts  than  well 
chosen  birthstones.  Nothing  can  hold  before  the  observer  more 
clearly  the  verdure  of  Spring  than  the  emerald,  the  May  day  stone. 
Nothing  could  be  more  attractive  and  beautiful  than  the  diamond, 
quivering,  like  an  April  raindrop,  in  the  sun’s  ray,  or  sparkling 
forth  its  brilliancy  of  colors  at  night  under  the  electric  light. 

The  custom  of  wearing  birthstones  is  of  comparatively  recent 
date.  It  is  said  to  have  begun  in  the  18th  century  by  the  people 
of  Poland;  while  the  origin  is  as  old  as  is  human  history. 

In  the  book  of  Exodus  (Chap.  XXVIII.  15-21)  we  read  of 
the  precious  stones  being  set  in  four  rows  of  three  stones  each  on 
the  breastplate  of  Aaron,  upon  which  was  inscribed  the  name  of 
the  tribe. 

Josephus,  in  his  antiquities  (Chap.  VIII)  says:  “So  great  a 
splendor  shone  forth  from  them  before  the  army  began  to  march 
that  all  people  were  sensible  of  God’s  presence  for  their  assistance.” 

The  twelve  natal  stones  derive  their  supposedly  magic  influence 
from  the  cycle  ol  the  Zodiac  which  corresponds,  in  a  large  degree, 
to  the  twelve  calendar  months  of  the  present. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  accepted  stones  for  each  month, 
and  states  their  approved  meanings. 

JANUARY,  garnet — constancy  and  true  fidelity. 

FEBRUARY,  amethyst—  -prevention  of  violent  passions. 

MARCH,  bloodstone  or  jasper — steadfast  affection  and  wis¬ 
dom. 

APRIL,  diamond — purity,  dispels  storm  and  maintains  peace. 

MAY,  emerald  or  carnelian — prevents  misfortune  and  insures 

love. 

JUNE,  pearl,  agate  or  chalcedony — insures  health,  dissipates 
sorrow. 

JULY,  ruby  or  onyx — insures  conjugal  affections. 

AUGUST,  moonstone  or  sardonyx — good  luck  and  married 
happiness. 

SEPTEMBER,  sapphire  or  chrysolite — repentance,  relieves 
melancholy. 

OCTOBER,  opal  or  beryl — unlucky,  gives  youth  and  hap¬ 
piness. 

NOVEMBER,  topaz — fidelity  and  true  friendship. 

DECEMBER,  turquoise — prosperity  and  constant  love.
